As Was Expected in the Mining Regions 
of Virginia. 


PRESENCE OF MILITARY PREVENTED 


Governor O’Ferrall Orders Out More 
of the Companies. 


MINERS ORGANIZING THE NEW MEN 


Gevweral Meetings Held Yesterday at Po- 
cabontas by the Miners—Thera Was 
No Outbreak. but One Is Feared. 


Richmond, Va., May 5.—Governor O’Fer- 
rall’s advices from Pocahontas late this 
evening are that there has been no out- 
break so far among the miners. The lat- 
ter are holding their assemblies just over 
the West Virginia line. The Virginia troops 
are camped at Graham, ready to move ata 
moment's notice and number nearly 300 men, 
A thousand or twelve hundred additional 
troops could be taken to the scene withip 
a few. hours, Al] the military in the state 
are under orders to be ready to move the 
moment they are required. The governor 
is in constant communication with the offi- 
cer in command at Pocahontas, whose or- 
ders are to preserve the peace at all haz- 
ards, 

More Troops Under Orders. 

Norfolk, Va., May 5.—Governor O'Ferrall 
thir afternoon ordered the Jackson Light 
Infantry, Captain Mullins, to be in readi- 
ness to go to Pocahontas. The City Guards, 
Captain Farrall, and Grimes battery, re- 
ceived orders this morning. It is thought 
that the order to move the troops will be 
given tonight, 

The Meeting at Pocahontas. 

Bluefield, W. Va., May 5.—The much ad- 
vertised meeting of striking miners at Po- 
cahontas wis almost a fizzle. The crowd 
fell much short of what was. expected. 
There were about 3,000 persons present. 
Lawless was the principal speaker. Two 
colored men held an umbrella over his 
head while he made an appeal to the em- 
Ployes of the Southwest Virginia Company 
to join the United Mine Workers. The 
military and authorities were denounce‘. 
Two or three colored speakers attacked 
the commissary system in the cual fields. 

The Southwest company had representa- 
tives at the meeting and they claim that 
Only eight of their men gave their names 
' to the United Mine Workers. The labor 
leaders claim that they got about one- 
third of the company’s men and that they 
will all come out tomorrow or the next 
day. The meeting was held on the West 
Virginia side. One will be held in Poca- 
hontas tomorrow night. 

Adjutant General Holley, of West Vir- 
ginta, is here at the instance of Governor 
McCorkle to aséértain what the situation 
fis. While the meeting today developed 
nothing, the danger is not over, as the 
Southwest company is determined to keep 
its plant running, and there is talk of the 
Houston, Crozer, Upland and Pulaski mines 
being started. It is certain that the strik- 
ers will not be allowed to interfere with 
the non-union men who wish to work. 

Organized the Local Miners. 

Pocahontas, Va., May 5.—The demonstra- 
tion of the striking miners here today 
passed off without any disturbance. There 
W2s an attendance of about 3,000. Several 
agitators talked and then a lodge was: or- 
ganized of the local miners in the only 
two mines of the district not vet affected 
by the strike. The strike leaders claim to 
be elated over the result of the meeting 
a@nd assert that 350 or 400 of the men at 
work here joined the union. They are 
confident that these mines will soon be 
idle. The operators here, on the other 
hand, say that but few of their men joined 
and they do not think they will be seri- 
ously affected. Another meeting will be 
held tomorrow at 1 o’clock. The result 
will not develop until tomorrow when the 
time comes fr the men to return to work, 

Three Days’ Rations. 

Petersburg, Va., May 5.—The Petersburg 
Grays, Captain T. F. Heath, fifty-three 
strong, have been under waiting orders all 
day in readiness to go to Pocahontas by 
instructions from Colonel WNalle, of the 
. Third Virginia regiment, of which com- 
mand the Grays form a part. Today three 
days’ rations were cooked for the com- 
pany. Last night two locomotives and 
half a dozen passenger coaches were sert 
here from Crewe to be used if necessary in 
transporting the militia from here and 
‘points along the line of the Norfolk and 
Western road to Pocahontas. These loco- 
motives and coaches have been standing 
in the depot yard of the railroad compiny 
here all day. Up'toa late hour tonight the 
Grays had received no further instruc- 
tions. 

Soldiers Ready at Norfolk. 

Norfolk, Va., May 5.—Colonel C. A. Nash, 
commanding the Fourth Virginia regiment, 
has received orders from Governor O’'Fer- 
ral] to hold his regiment in readiriess to 
proceed to the saat of trouble at the coal 
mines. The regiment consists of three Nor- 
folk, three Portsmouth, two Suffolk and 
one Smithfield, one Franklin, one Hamp- 
ton and one Newport News companies. 
The six companies of Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth have orders to assemble on five 
taps of bells repeated quickly. A special 
train is now in waiting at the Norfolk and 
Western depot to be dispatched with troops 
on the receipt of orders. 


GARMENT WORKERS 


FIRM. 


If Their Demands Are Not Conceded 
YToduy, All Will Strike. 


Philadelphia, May 5.—The prospect for 
the settlement of the garment workers’ 
strike here is not hopeful. The contrac. 
tors concede the justice of the strikers’ 
claims, but say that they are helpless, un- 
less the manufacturers grant them (tt» 
contractors) an advance in prices. The 
contractors say that if the manufacturers 
will give them 25 per cent advance they 
can settle the strike in an hour by grant. 
ing the demands of the operatives. So 
far the manufacturers have given no in- 
dications that they will grant any ad- 
vance. If the demands of the strikers are 
not conc@ded tomorrow it is probable that 
every garment cutter and worker in the 
city, involving 6,000 persons, will be out 
and the clothing trade of Philadelphia 
will come to a standstill.

JUDGE JACKSON IN WASHINGT!N. 


Income Tax Cases Will Be Reargued 
Before the Full Bench. 

Washington, May §.—Mr, Justice Jackson, 
of the supreme court of the United States, 
arrived in Washington this morning from 
his home in Belle Meade, Tenn., to hear the 
reargument of the income tax cases. He 
made the trip with but little fatigue, cwing 
to the arrangements by the Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroad officials, The sleeping car on 
the train leaving Nashville at 6:50 »’clock 
Saturday morning was run out to Belle 
Meade the night before so that he was ¢n- 
abled to secure a good night’s rest before 
starting. Mr, Justice Jackson found the 
enange in temperature from Nas iville to 
Washington quite pleasant, although to res- 
idents of this city the heat today was very 
uncomfortable. The justice looks well, al- 
though he has lost considerable in we'ght 
sinc2 he left Washington last winter. Dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening Chief Justice 
Fuller and several other members of the 
court called upon Justice Jackson to ex- 
press their pleasure at his return. In the 
course of their conversation the programme 
of the income tax rehearing’ was vutlined 
to Justice Jackson, The whole case will be 
gone into and the renearing will include 
the constitutionality of the tax on rents 
and stat? and municipal bonds, as well as 
upon ail other points on which the court 
divided equally on April 8th. After the ar- 
gument has been concluded Justice Jackson 
wil join in the conference as to the decis- 
ion 2f the court and on the determination 
of this question will return to Nashville. 
He expects to be in Washington only about 
a week, probably less, From this fact, al- 
though, of course, there nas veen no €x- 
pression of opinion given by nim en the 
subject, it has been inferred that the rear- 
Sument of the case will result in no varia- 
vion of the decree rendered by the court last 
month, 

The argument, as stated in the order cf 
the court, will be confined to two counsel 
on each side, but there will be no Kmita- 
tion of the time, This makes it probable 
that it will not be concluded before Tues- 
day afternoon or Wednesday, For the cj.po- 
nents of the law, Messrs. W. D. Guthrie 
and Joseph H. Choate will .again uppear: 
the constitutionality of the law will be 
affirmed by Attorney General «'lfey and 
Assistant-Attorney General Whitney, The 
loan and trust company, whose menagers 
were so largely instrumental in bringing on 
the litigation to test the constitutionality 
of the law, are personally satisfied with 
the decision of the -ourt as announced, for 
Mr. James C. Carter, who co-operated with 
the attorney general in support of the lew 
in the original argument of the cases, dces 
not expect to appear again. Lx-Genator 
Edmund's areument in March was :n lehalf 
of John G. Moore, the New York broker, 
who sought an injunction to restrain the 
commissioner of internal revenue f170m ex- 
ecuting’ the law. The case nas not vet bebn 
passed upon, so that he is not interested in 
the reargument of the New York corpora- 
tion cases. 


DIDN'T CHANGE SENATOR DANIEL. 


More of a Silver Man Since He Heard 
Dr. Depew Speak on the Matter. 
Ann Arbor, Mich., May 5.—(Special.)— 
Senator John W. Daniel, of Virginia, ad- 
dressed a large audience in University hall 
Friday, under the auspices of the Students’ 
Lecture Association of the University of 
Michigan. His subject was, ‘“‘Americanism 

and the Monroe Doctrine.”’ 

In an interview today Senator Danie! 
said that he was a free silver man, and a 
Stronger one than ever after listening to 
Dr. Depew’s attack on ‘‘Coin’s ‘Financial 
School.’’ When asked about the proposed 
international monetary conference, of 
which he is a member, Mr. Daniel said that 
in his opinion it was extremely doubtful 
if the conference would ever be held. He 
had nothing on which to base this belief 
except that no move had been made in the 
last three months to help the conference 
along, and he thought it had been allowed 
to drop. 

Even if it should be held, the senator 
thought it would not result in an inter- 
national agreement on the silver question. 
England was strongly unfavorable, and the 
same gold element’ controlled the other 
monarchial countries. 

France was the only country he consider- 
ed to be favorable to an extended use of 
siiver. The conference, if held, however, 
would be a good thing, because it would 
add to the knowledge of the silver ques- 
tion. 

In his address tonight, Senator Daniel 
said that he believed that the secret ballot 
System now in vogue should be revised, 
and that all voting should be viva voce. If 
the people wanted purity in politics, the 
only way to accomplish it is to have each 
man state openly for whom he has voted. 

The Monroe doctrine, the senator said, is 
Americanism, pure and simple, put into 
effect beyond our boundaries. .This doc- 
trine was not formally made a law of the 
land, but jt is, like the old common law of 
England, written in. the hearts of all loyal 
citizens, and was merely the policy of the 
country, as declared by Monroe. The doc- 
trine was a product of the spirit of the 
times. The senator said, in regard to the 
recent Nicaraguan trouble, that he did not 
think that England had overstepped her- 
self, but that she was on the perilous verge 
of it. 


FOREST FIRES IN PENNSYLVANIA.

Ridgway, Pa., May 5,—Destructive forest 
fires have been raging throughout bik 
county today. The largest damage so far 
recorded was from the town of Glen Hazel, 
in Elk county, A forest fire was discovered 
in the vicinity of the town about 3 o'clock 
this morning and the flames rapidly en- 
croached on the outskirts of the village. 
Help was asked and sent from Bradford, 
The flames were fought all day, but they 
reached the ‘village and Delos Dolliver’s 
sawmill with ten million feet of hemlock 
logs, twelve hundred feet of the Erie Rail- 
way track, sixteen cars and Bix dwelling 
houses were burned. The fire this evening 
was finally got under control in Glen Hazel, 
but it is still burning in the woods. The es-

A DOSE OF LEAD 


Was What One Doctor Administered To 
Another in New Orleans. 


DR. SWAIN KILLS HIS WIPES LOVER 


He Followed the Guilty Couple from 
Plaquemine, Where He Lived. 


TRACED THEM TO A BOARDING HOUSE 


And Entering Founa Them in a Room. 
A Duel Takes Place and Dr. Hiriart 
Falls Mortally Wounded. 


New Orleans, May 6.—A tragedy similar, 
in most respects, to the recent Gordon- 
Brown tragedy in Louisville, Ky., Was 
enacted here today at 11:30 o’clock. 

There were three persons concerned in 
the terrible affair. An injured husband 
caught his erring wife in bed with another 
man. Simultaneously the men drew pis- 
tols, a number of shots were exchanged, and 
in one minute one man lay on the bed gasp- 
ing from mortal wounds and the other was 
on his way to the police station in charge 
of an officer. 

The woman in the case was not hurt 
and lives as an example of perfidy. The 
names of the three actors in the tragedy 
are Dr. Samuel P. Swain and wife, and 
Dr. tLmile Hiriart, all of Plaquemine, La. 
Dr. Hiriart and Mrs. Swain arrived here 
on Friday and registered at a house, cor- 
ner of Canal and Liberty streets, as C. J. 
Smith and wife, and they were given the 
best room in the house. They remained in 
the bedroom, scarcely leaving it for longer 
than half an hour. 

his morning Dr. Swain, who had followed 
his wife and her lover from Plaquemine, 
entered the place by a side door and made 
his way to the room occupied by the pair. 
He drew his pistol and fired five shots, while 
the man who was killed fired six shots, 
none of them hitting Dr. Swain. The lat- 
ter immediately ran out of the house right 
into the arms of a policeman, who was 
attracted by the noise. 

The doctor was placed under arrest and 
carried to the police station. A police ser- 
geant then quickly went to the scene of 
the shooting to ascertain the extent of the 
wounded man’s injuries. When the ser- 
geant reached the place the man was still 
alive. He was lying on the bed fully dress- 
ed and a physician, who had been called 
in as soon as possible, was attending hom. 
The physician stated that the case Was 
hopeless, and while he was talking the 
wounded man expired. 

The woman who was the cause cf the 
trouble was seated by the bed where the 
wounded man lay. She, too, was fully 
dressed and- was remarkably cool. &er- 
geant Boyle took fhe woman to one side 
and asked her name. She said it was Mrs. 
S. T. Swain, but would not state whether 
or not the man who did the killing vas 
her husband, and emphatically refused to 
give the name of the dead man. All she 
would say was that he was a doctor and 
came from one of the parishes. She de- 
manded to be taken to the station at once. 
She was taken there, but resolutely refused 
except that she would

From Dr. Swain it was learned that the 
intimacy between Mrs. Swain and the 
dead man is of long standing, and told an 
interesting story of his trouble on that 
account. He said that about two months 
ago, in Iberville parish, he and Dr. Hiriart 
met on the public road and had a shooting 
affray, in which neither were hurt. Dr. 
Swain expressed pleasure when informed 
that his man was dead. 

The woman in the case is perhaps twenty- 
five years of age and by no means attrac- 
tively looking. 

A strange coincidence of this tragic affair 
was that at the head of the bed in which 
the man was killed was a book, the title 
of which was, ‘‘Her Last Lover.”

LOCKED IN THE TURNKEY. 
Prisoners Get to the Woods, bat a 
Posse Kills Two of Them. 
Wichita. Kas., May 5.—Information has 
been received here of a jail delivery and 
double killing at Woodward, O. T., yester- 
day afternoon. Three of the prisoners, 
Waddle, Hill and Heff, the first two being 
confined for assisting in a jail delivery last 
month, obtained possession of a revolver, 
got the drop on the turnkey and compelled 
him to unlock the deor of the cell. The 
prisoners then locked the jailer in the cell 
and hastened to the hills. Their escape was 
soon discovered and the sheriff and a party 
of deputies mounted horses and started 
after the fugitives. The men had gone only 
a mile when the officers overtook them, 
There was a terrific battle, which e.:ded in 
the killing of Heffen and Hill ..nd the cap- 
ture of Waddle. Officer Prior’s horse was 
shot from under him and Deputy Mershal 
Wolfert was shot through the left arm 
so that amputation was necessary. The ver-

PUSHED INTO THE WATER. 


A Young Man Allowed TO Drown, 
Without Attempt at Rescue. 
Knoxville, Tenn,, May 5.—(Special.)—This 
morning about 9 o’clock a party of young 
men and boys were in the Tennessee river 
bathing, near Concord, sixteen miles from 
‘Knoxville, when Winnie Thompson, the fif- 
teen-year-old son of R, B. Thompson, was 
pushed from a boat into the river by a man 
named J. O. Hall and drowned in the pres- 
ence of the whole party, and not a single 
effort was made to save the young man’s 
life. Information from that piace tonight 
is that Hall has been arrested, charged 
with causing the young man’s death, and 
will be tried tomorrow. Excitement runs 
high. A diligent search was made for the 
body, but it has not been recovered, The 
water is very deep and the boy could not 

swim. 


COWHIDING AT GALVESTON. 


A Woman Assaults an Opera House 
Manager. 

Galveston, Tex., May 5.—A sensational 
cowhiding occurred at the union depot this 
morning just previous to the departure of 
a picnic train for Clear Lake. Hundreds 
of persons were on the platform and in the 
cars waiting for the train to pull out, when 
Ada Hammond, a well-known character 
of this city, appeared on the scehe and 
boarded one of the coaches. In the same 
ear was David 4. Weiss, r of the

panying some of his relatives to the ple- 
nic. 

As soon as Miss Hammond saw Weiss 
she drew a cowhide from beneath the folds 
of her skirt and began to lay it on Mr. 
Weiss’s face and shoulders in a manner 
that completely dazed him. It was some 
moments before several of the passengers 
interfered and put a stop to the furious 
onslaught. Miss Hammond was taken in 
charge by the police and a charge was 
made against her at the police station of 
assault and battery, Dut was afterwards 
withdrawn. 

The cause of the cowhiding is that the 
parties had had a quarrel and had separat- 
ed and Weiss had sent a message to her 
demanding a pet dog, of which he claimed 
to be the owner. Miss Hammond replied 
in person with the above result. Mr. 
Weiss was very badly bruised about the 


face. 


HAMES SHOT SWATS, 


And a Pursuing Crowd Shot Hames 
Down. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 5.—Shortly 
before 6 o'clock this afternoon James 
Swats, a passenger engineer on the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, 
Was seriously and probably fatally shot by 
Andy Hames, at Stevenson, Ala., a few 
miles from here. Immediately after the 
shooting Hames fled to the mountain, fol- 
lowed by a posse of men, who were de- 
termined to effect his capture. Resisting 
arrest he was almost riddled by shot from 
the pursuing crowd. 

Both men,are ina critical condition. The 
trouble arose over the possession of a lot, 
which belonged to Hames, but was bid 
in by Swats at a tax sale. The engineer 
was looking over his new purchase today, 
when Hames came up and ordered Aim 
off. Swats refused to go and Hames, 
hurling at him a vile epithet, drew his 
pistol and fired the probable fatal bullet. 

The feeling at Stevenson is exceedingly 
bitter toward Hames and the nature of his 
wounds prevented summary vengeance be- 
ing dealt to him. Both men will die. 
Swats is one of the oldest and most popu- 
lar men in the road’s employ. — 


DEPOSITORS HOLD DEEDS, 


And the Company Has, Made an As- 
signment, 

St. Cloud, Minn., May 5.—N. F. Clark & 
Co.’s assignment papers, which were filed 
five minutes before the clerk’s office closed 
last evening, is the sensation of the hour 
here. The liabilities will reach $800,000 and 
may reach $1,000,000. The value of the as- 
sets, given at $1,250,000, is problematical. 
The firm consisted of N, P. Clark, of St. 
Cloud, his nephew, Fred H. Clark, of Min- 
neapolis, whose interest is, nominal. The 
place of business of the firm is Minneapolis, 
where it has mills. It has until lately becn 
regarded as one of the wealthiest in the 
state, N. P. Clark’s extensive holdings of 
pine lands and other property giving it 
unlimited credit, but for the past year, com- 
mencing with the financial crisis, the firm 
has with difficulty maintain€d its prestige. 
N. P. Clark is one of the oldest. settlers 
here. He owns the bank of Clark & Mc- 
Clure and is also trustee of the McCiure 
estate, one of the richest eptates in. Minne- 
sota outside of the Twin’Ctities. The fail- 
ure, however, does not effect the McClure 
estate. N. P. Clark has been at work for 
the last few months in securing his person- 
al creditors, especially the depositors in his 
bank. His private bank collected deposits 
aggregating $130,000. 

All the depositors, it is now learned, hold 
deeds of real estate in Sisearns, Benton and 
Shermurne counties in lieu of their certifi- 
cates of deposit and during the last week 
some two hundred deeds and mortgages 
have been placed on record in these coun- 
ties. 

Mr. Clark was the owner of the finest 
stud of Clydesdale horses in the world and 
is known to the blooded stock dealers all 
over the country. He is owner of Prince 
Patrick and Lady McGregor, who captured 
the world’s championship prize as the best 
Civdesdale stallion and mare at the World’s 
Columbian exposition. The ‘horses have 
now been mortgaged to secure large de- 
positors in the bank. 


ACCIDENT ON A STREET RAILWAY. 


A Motorman on a Sprinkler Loses 
Control of His Car. 
Pittsburg, Pa., May 5.—A fatal accident 
occurred on the Pleasant Valley street car 
line, Troy Hill, Allegheny city, this morn- 
ing, in which a young woman yet uniden- 
tified, lost her life. Miss Mary Weidner 
and Victor Andres were injured. A street 
sprinkler was following a regular car. The 
motorman Iost control of the sprinkler and 
the people in the car ahead became ex- 
eited. The conductcr shut the door. The 
unknown woman, however, reached the 
platform. The conductor caught her and 
tried to hold her back. In the struggle 
both fell from the car. The woman's head 
struck the curb, causing instant death. 
The motorman on the forward car put all 
the speed possible and could have outrun 
the sprinkling car, but the people became 
frightened and jumped off. Fortunately 
there were only a few passengers aboard 
at the time or more might have been in- 
jured. 


CYCLONE IN TEXAS. 


Damage to Property Near Denison. 
No Lives Lost. 

Denison, Tex., May 5.—A cyclone passed 
over this portion of the stite yesterday 
morning. Houses were blown down, stock 
killed and fences leveled. No casualties 
are reported. The cyclone crossed Red 
river to the Indian Territory, making a 
swath through the forest. 

At Aubrey, sixteen miles north of here, 
one house was demolished, the family es- 
caping with difficulty. Near Carrollton 
dwellings were moved from their founda- 
tions, and at Van Alysten houses and 
barns were unroofed. Several serious ac- 
cidents oecurred to people from falling 
wreckage. The rainfall in the central and 
western portions of the state was heavy. 
San Antonio reports six inches of rain in 
six hours.

THEY ARE SHUT OUT 


From Places Where the Emperor Is Ex- 
pected To Speak. 


COMPLAINT OF GERMAN REPORTERS 


Say the Government Officials Do Not 
Do Right by the Press. 


THE GRAND FETES TO COME OFF AT KIEL 


Wagner’s Operas To Be Given by Emi- 
nent Artisis—The Hoppegarten Races. 
A Flower Festival—Other News. 


Berlin, May 5.—The German editors are 
not accustomed to much courtesy from gov- 
ernment officials. Usually they are not 
treated so well as cven the fcreign corre- 
spondents, who think they have cuustant 
cause for complaint. Freiherr von Mar- 
schall, secretary of foreign affafrs, there- 
fore, won golden opinions on all sides when 
he promised that every arrangement for 
the convenience of the press should be 
made at the Kiel fetes. Now the pro- 
gramme of the fetes has been published in 
details, the editors declare they have been 
deceived. They say that Marschall’s prom- 
ises were broken as soon as made and were 
intended only to conceal from the foreign 
newspapers the systematic ill-treatment to 
which German officiaidom subjects4he Ger- 
man press. The reason for this outbreak 
is apparent only to those who have heard 
the German editor’s old complaint that his 
reporters are excluded from the big ban- 
quets under official patronage. The griev- 
ance is of long standing and hence all the 
newspapers were indignant when they 
learned that although provided with a spe- 
cial train and a special letter their men 
will not be allowed to attend the dinner 
to be given to the €mperor in the Hamburg 
town hall by the city’s senators and 
burghers. 

Despite the grumbling, it is evident that 
the government has really made unusual 
exertions to treat the German press proper- 
ly—that is, according to its ideas of proprie- 
ty. A chartered steamer will take the cor- 
respondents round the Ulster basin to see 
the illumination of Hamburg. The cor- 
respondents will be carried in a _ special 
train at the government's expense to Ham- 
burg and Kiel and on the second day of 
the fetes will be taken to all points where 
they can observe best all the preparations 
for Emperor William’s reception. They 
will not be permitted, however, to pass 
through the canal with the procession of 
warships or to be present at the embarka- 
tion at Bruensbuttel. They are {nvited to 
the naval ball to be given in the Belvedere 
garden, but will be excluded from the ban- 
quet room in the hulk of the ola training 
ship Niobe, where the emperor is expected 
to make an important speech. The general 
rule seems to be that no reporters will be 
allowed at places where Emperor William 
plans to make after-dinner speeches. The 
reason for this precaution may be found in 
the emperor's unlucky experience with his 
after-dinner speeches in the first three or 
four years of his reign. 

A Rash of Newspaper Men. 

The rush of correspondents for accommo- 
dations at the fetes has been enormous—so 
enormous that dozens of applications have 
been refused by the special press committee 
on which the government unloaded the re- 
sponsibility and odium for the press ar- 
rangements, 

The North German Lloyd and Hamburg- 
American Packet steamers, for which the 
German admiralty nas contracted as aux- 
iliary cruisers in case of war, are the Al- 
ler, Saale, Trave, Lahn, Havel, Spree, Fuerst 
Bismarck, Augusta Victoria, Normannia 
and Columbia. Each is to carry eight guns 
cf fifteen centimetres, four guns of twelve 
and a half centimetres, four quick-fire and 
fourteen revoiving guns. A vessel with this 
armament will be tested at the naval 
maneuvers off Stettin and Swinemunde. 

The battleship Kaiser, which embarked 
Ler crew and marine at Wiihelmshaven 
last week, sailed yesterday to join the Ger- 
man squadror in Asiatic waters. She car- 
ries 644 sailors and marines, who will raise 
the total German force in Chinese waters 
to 2,050 men. ‘ 

Before the Kaiser sailed Emperor William 
sent his portrait aboard. 

A Round of Amusements, 

The cycle of all Richard Wagner's op- 
eras will begin at the Royal National thea- 
ter on August 8th. The singers have been 
selected from almost all the operatic stages 
of Germany and are. expected to give such 
performances as are not seen outside Bay- 
reuth. Among them are Frau Klafsky, of 
Hamburg; Frau Mellsac, of Carlsruhe; 
Frau Sucher, of Berlin, and Ternina and 
Wekerlin, of Munich. 

American and English horses have been 
entered for the Hoppegarten races, which 
will be fun here on Monday and Tuesday. 
A ‘few of them are Warren’s Carry, 
Wauck’s Merry Windsor, Fadden’s Game 
and Set, Miles’s Mark Twain, Lindner’s 
Allright, Sopp’s Minister, Lumley’s Struck 
Oil, Oong’s Trumpeter, Miller’s Lord of 
the Valley and Levre’s Castle Warden. A 
still more important event than the Hop- 
pegarten meeting will De the Dresden races 
on May 19th and 24th, inclusive. The week 
will be more varied and interesting of 
Dresden’s spring and summer season> 

There will be a grand flower corso on 
May 22d, with illuminations and a festival 
opera at the Royal opera house, and a 
balpoudre at the Royal theater. The Saxon 
king and queen, who will return from 
Sibyllen to the capital on the 18th, will 
take part in all the festivities. The three 
principal races will be the grand Saxon, 
the Grom Dresden steeplechase and the 
Dresden hurdle. Several American horses 
have been entered. Arrangements have 
been completed to give Germany next year 
her first race for such large stakes as are 
won in the famous American, English and 
French turf events. The race avill be run 
on the Borsteler course at Hamburg for a 
prize of 100,000 marks. 

The international lawn tennis match at 
Hamburg will begin on August 20th. 
Messrs. Harrison, Morgan and Stanhope 
represent the United States on the com- 
mittee. 

The social democrats and radicals have 
been roused by the report that the crown 
prosecutor is still after the socialist dep- 
uties who refused to cheer for the emperor 
in the reichstag last December. At most, 
however, the prosecutor is merely making 
inquiries as to the behavior of the indi- 
vidual socialists. Nothing will be done 
until the end of the session, if at all. The 
social democratic dailies say that August 
Bebel and William Liebknecht, the social- 
ist leaders, have accepted invitations to 
lecture before the socialist students of 
Paris next month. 

The Norway-Sweden Trouble. 

Last week’s dispatches from Christiana 
and Stockholm show that the fear of war 
between Norway and Sweden does not 
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| many. Torpedoes would be used to protect 


the harbor in case t¥e Swedish fleet should 
attempt to attack the city. They will be 
paic. for with money subscribed by Nor- 
wegian women for national defense. 

The liberal and radical newspapers have 
instructed sémething like a referendum 
regarding the anti-socialist bill. The Frank- 
furter Zeitune will send to the reichstag 
a petition signed oy «,vw of its readers 
who oppose the bill. The Berlin Tageblatt 
has a similar petition with nearly 100,000 
signatures, and several other newspapers 
have gathered from 26,000 to 70,000 éach. 

The Municipal Congress. 

The municipal congress called to protest 
against the anti-socialist bill met this 
morning, with Dr. Langerhaus, president 
of the Berlin city council, in the chair. 
At the last moment the police changed 
their minds as to thé structural safety of 
the Kanserhof hall of assembly and al- 
lowed the delegates to meet there. 

The delegates present at the opening of 
the proceedings represented 150 municipa!- 
ities. Three hundred other municipalities 
bound themselves to support the congress 
in a resolution stating the grounds of pop- 
ular opposition to the anti-socialist bMi and 
urgently requesting the reichstag to re- 
ject the bill in any form. The resolution 
was proposed and passed amid cheers, and 
will be presented to the reichstag by Dr. 
Langerhaus tomorrow. Council Ehm, a 
south German democrat, and Prince Henry 
Schoenaich Carolaih, national liberal—both 
imperial deputies—voted for it. It is re- 
ported that Herr von Koeller, Prussian 
minister of the interior, will persist in 
taking steps against the Berlin city coun- 
cil to test the legality of its recent petition 
to the reichstag. He is said to desire an 
explicit decision on the question from the 
Supreme court. He hopes that the court 
will declare the council incompetent for 
political acts of such a nature. 


THOSE BLACK FLAGS, 


The Situation at Formosa Said To Be 
Serious. 

London, May 5.—Dispatches from Hong 
Kong say that the situation in Formosa 
is most serious. British and German 
marines have been landed at Anping to 
protect the foreigners and British sailors 
and armed launches are patrolling the 
Taku harbor. The great black flags cause 
much anxiety. They seldom have been 
more threatening in recent years. Con- 
siderable apprehension is felt in Hong 
Kong as regards the differences between 
Russia and Japan. 

No Edict Has Been Issued. 


London, May 5.—The Times’s correspond- 
ent in Peking says: 

‘The fact that the emperor has ratified 
the treaty is Known to only a few per- 
sons. No edict has been issued. Prince 
Kung urged the ratification. Many Chi- 
nese would have preferred that the Japa- 
nese reach Peking, as the government 
would then have begn compelled to initiate 
reforms. Now there is @mall chance of any 
change for: the better.’’ 

The Times correspondent in Hong Kong 
confirms the reports of disturbances in 
Formosa. The governor says the cession 

the island to the Japanese would pro- 
uce rebellion. He has lost control of the 
soldiers and the foreigners must take 
measures to insure their own safe- 
ty. Her majesty’s ship Spartan is 
preparing . to land a force of 
blue jackets at YTamsui. The black flag 
leader in the south will appeal to his fol- 
lowers to prevent the Japanese from land- 
ing. “Placards compiled by the literati 
summon the people to resist the Japanese. 
Many robberies are reported from many 
points on the Formosa coast. 

The Details Are Secret. 

The Standard’s Berlin correspondent says: 

“Although Japan's first reply to the 
joint protest was unsatisfactory, the pres- 
ent state of the negotiations promises an 
amicable agreement. The details are se- 
cret, but it seems that Russia will be sat- 
isfied if she gets a large slice of southeast 
Manchuria, containing one or more ice-free 
harbors, while Japan will be content if 
she gets an island or more beside an in- 
creased indemnity. Should the Japanese 
war party persist in not altering the treaty 
Premier Count Ito will probably be sacri- 
ficed. The powers certainly will insure 
China’s giving Japan an ample guarantee 
for the indemnity granted in lieu of terri- 
tory.” 

Ordered to Chee Foo. 

London, May 5.dThe Times correspond- 
ent in Berlin speaks of the report that the 
Russian warships formerly stationed at 
Yokohama were ordered to sea with sealed 
instructions, adding that the squadrons of 
the three protesting powers have been com- 
mitted to assemble at Chee Foo. 

A Serious Situation. 

Paris, May 5.—The European edition of 
The Herald learns from its Tokio corre- 
spondent that Russia’s attitude has cre- 
ated intense feeling in Japan. The tenor 
of the reply -to the joint protest is firm. 
The Russian ships are leaving Japanese 
ports for Vladivostock. The press is ina 
state of suspense, owing to the serious na- 
ture of the situation. Premier Count Ito 
will resign, the correspondent says, if al- 
lowed to do so. Should Russia force a 
war Japan would hope for an alliance with 
England. 


Consented To Abandon Liao Tong. 

Paris, May 5.—The St: Petersburg corre- 
spondent to The Temps says that Japan, 
in her reply to the joint protest, consented 
to abandon Lioa-Tong, excepting Port 
Arthur. The protesting powers have not 
reached an agreement regarding the reply, 
the correspondent asserts, and the ex- 
changes of opinion continue. 


SETTLED TEMPORARILY. 


The Austrian and Hungarian Crisis 
Adjusted. 

London, May 5.—The Standard’s Vienna 
correspondent says that the Austrian and 
Hungarian cabinet crisis have been settled 
temporarily. The emperor informed all 
the ministers who had audiences in rela- 
tion to the affair that he could not allow 
the impression to exist that Rome was 
able to overthrow Austrian and Hupgarmn 
ministers. “‘Hence,” says the correspon- 
dent, “although County Kalnoky’s resig- 
nation was accepte@ in principle, it will 
not take effect until. autumn. Meanwhile 
he is drafting. a communication to take 
the striking out of the note in which he 
denounces Baron Banffy, and Banffy will 
formulate a reply to an interpellation of 
which Count Appony has given notice. 
Both papers will be submitted to the em- 
peror. Archbishop Agliardi’s recall will be 
confidentially demanded. Documentary 
evidence shows that Baron Banffy based 
his offending statement on a letter of 
Count Kalnoky’s, part of which Kalnoky 
claims was confidential and not final.”

Nicaragna Will Pay the Indemnity Within 
the Two Weeks Allowed, 


NO EXCITEMENT PREVAILED AT CORINTO 


When the British Troops Returned 
to the Warships. 


PRESIDENT ZELAYA’S COURSE APPROVED 


Nicaraguans Admire His Pluck and Stories 
That There Was. a Demonstration 
Against Him Are Untrue.

Washington, May 5.—According to advices 
received here the evacuation of Corinto 
by the British fleet was quietly accomplish- 
ed today and the port was restored to the 
Nicaraguan authorities, 

Shortly after midnight Saturday Minister 
Guzman received a cable message stating 
that all the preliminaries had been satis- 
factorily arranged with the British admiral, 
through the intermediation of Senor Fiallos, 
of Honduras, In this manner Nicaragu& 
Was spared any appearance of humiliation 
and friction was avoided on both sides. 
avicaragua will pay the indemnity in Lon- 
don within the two weeks stipulated and 
the remaining terms of the ultimatum will 
be satisfactorily arranged. 

The Nicaraguan people appear to thore 
oughly understand President Zelaya, who 
is a man of great pluck and determination, 
and they have approved his course in the 
matter, Published statements that “howl- 
ing mobs’’ were parading the streets of 
Managua, Nicaragua, shouting “death to 
Zelaya,’’ appear to have had no foundation 
in fact. Zelaya is not the man to tolerate 
demonstrations of that kind. He ‘+himself 
headed a revoiution two years ago, which 
overthrew an obnexious government in fif- 
teen days, Within that time he fought three 
battles and captured the capital, He was 
chosen president by the constitutional com- 
mission which was immediately organized, 
and has proved himself to be a wise and 
just ruler. 


ARREST OF AN AMERICAN 


Chargeisl with Negotiating To Sel? 
Arms to Gomez. 

Key West, Fla., May 5.—The latest Cuban 

advices to this city state that an American 
newspaper correspondent, named Fuentes, 
was arrested in Guatanamo on the 2d in- 
stant. He is the correspondent of The New 
York World. Fuentes is charged by the 
Spanish authorities with negotiating with 
Gomez and Marti for the sale of arms and 
ammunition. 
“The Spanish newspapers claim that Cal 
lazo, an insurgent leader, has landed in 
Cuba with an expedition. Upon invVestiga- 
tion he was found at Tampa. 

Much indignation is expressed at the 
Spanish government for the execution of 
Gallego. 

Canarte, La Lucha’s correspondent in the 
field, states that there is great difficulty 
in getting news to the pubiic. All corre- 
spondence is revised by the Spanish authore- 
ities and many facts are withheld. 

The Spanish government finds great diffi- 
culty in getting provisions, etc., to the 
troops at Bayamo. The American tug boat 
Pedro Pablo has been converted into a 
transport. The insurgents claim the plan 
will not be successful. 

All the fort‘fications around ManzaniYJlo 
have been destroyed by the insurgents. The 
province is virtually in their hands. 

The battle at Ramon de las Jagus, on thé 
19th of April, according to an eye witness, 
was terrible. The Spanish troops were ak 
most annihilated. The battle lasted nearly 
three hours. The insurgents lost fifty men. 

Ex-Captain General Callejo claims thaf 
the policy of Campos to arm the farmers 
is dangerous. The sentiment among the 
countrymen is favorable to the Cubans. 

The leading members of the home rule 
party in Cuba, on account of the govern- 
ment refusing to institute reforms, have 
resigned. 

The belief is general that the revolution- 
ists will be greatly strengthened. Two 
bands of 500 in the province of Santa Clara 
have joined the insurgents. They are led 
by Colenel Quintin Bravo, a former revo- 
lutionist, and Dr. Bruno Zayeles, a very 
prominent man in the province. 

Jose Maceo, claimed by the government 
to have been killed, has appeared at Guan- 
tanamo with 2,000 men and issued a mani- 
festo taxing the inhabitants of that pro- 
vince $400, to be paid monthly.

Interview with Calleja. 

Madrid, May 5.—A reporter for a Coruna 
newspaper obtained an interview yester= 
day with General Calleja, until recently, 
captain general of Cuba. Calleja spoke so 
freely of conditions in Cuba that the inter- 
view has caused a considerable stir in po- 
litital circles here, He had been aware for 
some time in advance, he said, that an in- 
surrection was imminent, He had known 
what was doing among the filibusters 
abroad and the separatists on the island, 
put had been powerless to check the uprising 


at the eastern end of the island owing to 


the lack of troops and material. He had at 
his disposal omy fifteen battalions of 6 
each, while the reinforcements consisted of 
but 4,200 recruits, Thus he had been unable 
even to garrison the towns.

“William Partridge, foreman on the farm 
of A. C. Miller, near Daviston, in this 
county, sent his sen, a lad of twelve or 
fourteen years, to Dock Dowdle, a negro 
hand on the farm, to notify him that his 
Services were needed in splitting rails to 
repair a fence.

‘Partridge and four other men _ had 
reached the place to split the rails and 
Wwere-cutting timber, when Partridge was 
heard to say that he intended to kill Dow- 
dle on sight for sending him such word.

He overruled the 
defendant’s demurrer as to the first and 
second causes of action of the complaint 
and sustained it as to the third cause of 
action. The first two causes allege that 
the directors by published reports, as to 
the condition of the bank which they knew 
or by their negligence, failed to know were 
false, cased the plaintiff to place and 
allow to remain deposits in the bank, 
and that these reports were made for the 
purpose of inducing the plaintiff to make 
deposits. 

In the superior court here yesterday, be- 
fore Judge Starbuck the important case of 
Governor Elias Carr as a citizen against 
the secretary of state was ably argued. 
The case cf certain judgment creditors 
against L. R.-Wyatt, of Raleigh, which 
also involved the legality of the much dis- 
cussed mortgage lew, was called at the 
same time. Carr’s suit against Coke was 
to prevent the latter from delivering to 
the public printers the mortgage law which 
never passed the legislature, though it was 
ratified. The judge dismissed the Carr 
case for want of jurisdiction to grant the 
relief prayer for in the complaint on the 
ground that the iatter cannot go behind 
the ratification of the act as the same now 
appears in the office of the secretary of 
State. He dissolved the injunecticn in the 
Wyatt case. In both cases there are ap- 
peals to the supreme court. The cases are 
absolutely unique in North Carolina.

Picknickers Couse an Accident in 
Albany. 

Albany, Ga., May 5.—Special.)—The hila- 
rious yells and songs of a party of picnick- 
ers returning from an outing to the city 
yesterday afternoon created a good deal of 
consternation and excitement on Broad and 
Washington streets. The gay crowd occu- 
pied a big van, pulled by four horses, and 
as they debouched into Washington street 
the noise they made frightened a horse 
hooked to a buggy, and the animal, being 
unrestrained, dashed down the street run- 
ning into several other teams and setting 
them wildly careering up and down the 
Streets. It was a scene of extraordinary 
confusion and in the excitement two coaun- 
try negroes were Knocked down and run 
Over, but fortunately neither of them were 
seriously hurt. sroad and Washington 
Streets were crowded with country teams 
at the time and it is a wonder that more 
serious consequences did not result from the 
incident.

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THE DEATH ROLL. 


London, May 5.—Lord Selbourne died at 
his country-seat, Blackmore Petersfield, 
yesterday. Although he has long been ill 
his death was unexpected. He was educat- 
ed at Rugby and Trinity. He studied law 
and was called to the bar at Lirntoln in 
1813, He entered parliament in 1852. He held 
mgny high offices in his long public career, 
having been made solicitor general in 1861, 
attorney general in 1853, and lord chancel- 
lor of England in 1872 and again in 1isx%0. 
He represented Great Britain as counsel 
before the arbitration court at Geneva in 
1871. In 1876 he refused to join the new 
Gladstone cabinet owing to his disapproval 
of the premiers home rule policy and 
since that year he has ranked among the 
liberal-unionists, He was born in 1811. 

Asheville, N. C.. May 6.—M. E. Carter, 
collector of internal revenue’ for the fifth 
district of North Carolina, died today. He 
had been sick one week with aneurism in 
the thoracic aorta, Colonel Carter was one 
of the best lawyers as well as one of the 
best known politicians in the state. He was 
about fifty years of age, and was appointed 
collector January 20, 1894.

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JUDGE GUSTIN DEAD. 
Expires Half tn Hour After Being Stricken 
With Paralysis. 


ONE OF GEORGIA’S ABLEST LAWYERS 


Public Services of the Deceased—Meeting 
of Macon Bar Called—Arrange- 
ments for the Funeral. 


Macon, Ga., May 5.—(Special.)—Judge 
George W. Gustin died suddenly of apo- 
plexy today, shortly before noon, at his 
home in Vineville, a suburb of Macon. 

Since the destruction by fire of his house 
a few weeks ago Judge Gustin has not been 
well, and has been detained at home, but 
his sickness Was not considered serious, 
This morning he was walking in his gar- 
den and accompanied his sister, Mrs, George 
Logan, to the front gate and kissed her, as 
was his custom, as she departed for church 
about half past 10 o’clock. Soon after he 
entered’ the. house, went upstairs to his 


recom, undressed and went to bed, He was 
evidently feeling very unwell. 

His sister, Miss Sophie Gustin, who was 
in the house, discovered that his condition 
was alarming and telephoned: for physi- 
cians. They arrived promptly, but saw that 
Judge Gustin was hopelessly stricken with 
apoplexy, ‘In fifteen minutes after their ar- 
rival he was dead, An old negro woman, 
who nursed him when a baby, was present 
at his bedside today and closed his eyes in 
death. 

Judge Gustin died in about half an hour 
after being attacked. His sister, Mrs. Lo- 
gan, who is organist at St. Paul’s church, 
Was sent for and reached her brother before 


he passed away. 

After the recent burning of 
Judge Gustin and his two sisters occupied 
the McLaren house, next to Colonel H. J. 
Lamar, and it was there he died, 

Judge Gustin’s death causes deep sorrow 
in this community and will be heard with 
regret throughout the’state, He was one 
of the ablest lawyers in Georgia, a man of 
wonderful memory and possessed of a 
strong and analytical mind. When he stated 
a proposition it was as clear as a mountain 
brook. He was a brave man, yet as modest 
and gentle as a woman, His integrity was 
stainless. 

Judge Gustin had never married. On the 
death of his father some years ago, hé be- 
came the sole support of his two Sisters, 
They idolized him, and his love for them 
was beautiful and touching, They are the 
only near relatives who survive him, 

Sketch of the Deceased. 

Judge Gustin was born in New Jersey, 
in January, 1846: therefore he was in his fif- 
tieth year when he died. His parents 
moved to New York and lived where Cen- 
tral park now stands. His father assisted 
in laying off the park. 

Judge Gustin’s parents moved near Fer- 
mnandina, Fla., when he was a mere lad. 
About the outbreak of the civil war they 
moved to Macon and Judge Gustin, at the 
age of seventeen years, entéred the confed- 
erate service as a member of the Bibb cav- 
alry, S. 3. Dunlap captain, He was a brave 
and true soldier. 

Judge Gustin graduated at the State uni- 
versity and studied law at Macon under the 
late lamented L, N. Whittle and artear- 
wards became associated with him in the 
practice. Later he formed a partnership 
with J, H, Hall, son of the late Sam Hell, 
of the stipreme bench, At the time of his 
death he was senior member of the firm 
of Gustin, Guerry & Hall. 

The deceased was elected to the state 
senate from the Macon district in 1882. He 
represented Bibb county in the house in 
1884 and 1885, his colleagues being Nat Har- 
ris and Charley Bartlett, He was elected 
judge of the Macon circuit in 1887, and re- 
signed in 1899 to form a partnership with 
Dupont Guerry and Joseph Hall. The firm 
has done a large practice, among their 
clients being the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad, Judge 
a member of the board of public educa- 
tion of Bibb county, and was chairman of 
the county demooaratic executive committee 
when he died. 

Funeral services will be held tomorrow af- 
ternoon at half past 3 o’clock from St. 
Paul’s church. The pallbearers will be 
W. H. Felton, C, D. Findlay, William Brun- 
s0n, Ben C. Smith, J. M. Whittle, J. H.

The Constitution’s representa- 
tive has not been able to ascertain the ex- 
act purpose of the visit of Messrs. Bartlett 
and Nisbet. The three commissioners, R. 
A. Nisbet, J. L. Hardeman and T. B. 
Greshim, will meet in Baltimore about 
the middle of May by appointment to finish 
up some oi the details of the sale. 

It is not known when application will be 
made to the court for the dismissal of 
Mr. W. bB. Sparks as receiver of the Geor- 
gia Southern. The road my be operated 
by the receiver for several months yet. 
There is much public interest to know who 
will be the chief officers and directors of 
the Georgia Southern under the reorgani- 
zation. Several well-known Macon gentle- 
men are mentioned for the directory. The 
impression grows that Receiver Sparks 
will be elected vice president. The presi- 
dent, 30 it is said, wiil not be a resident 
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of Macon. Colonel H. P. Smart, of Savan- 
nah, chairman of the bondholders’ commit- 
tee, is suggested by some for the presi- 
dency, but others say the president will be 
a Baltimore man. 

The Assessors Are Through. 

The city tax assessors have finished 
their assessments for 1895 and will make 
their report to the mayor and aldermen 
at the regular meeting of the council on 
next Tuesday night. The public is await- 
ing with much interest the announcement 
of the total amount of taxable property. 
The appropriations for the year have been 
made on an estimated assessment, of $13,-

To Secretary Smith Made in His In- 
terview 


ON THE § FINANCIAL QUESTION 


Mr. Fleming Shows Where Mr. Smith’s 
Argument Is Fallacious—Facts 
That Cannot Be Refuted. 


The following letter written by Hon. W. 
H. Fleming, of Augusta, to The Macon 
Telegraph, explains itself: 

Editor Macon ‘Telegraph—I read with a 
great deal of interest the interview with 
Secretary Smith in full in The Telegraph 
of yesterday, and knowing your well-earn- 
ed reputation for fair and impartial treate- 
ment of public questions, I ask the privi- 
lege of submitting through your columns 
some respectful comments on that inter- 
view. 

My personal relations with the distin- 
guished member of the cabinet from 
reorgia have for a number of years been 
so pleasant that I would be naturally in- 
clined to look with favor upon his views, 
simply because they are his. But he is 
now treating of a subject which should 
challenge the thoughtful personal investi- 
gation of every one who appreciates the 
gravity cf the situation. 

The secretary of the interior has made, 
as he,always does, a strong and ingenious 
presentation of his case, but in several 
particulars his argument is fallacious. 

1. He fails to make the preper distine- 
tion between this country establishing ‘‘sil- 
ver monometallism” and being put on a 
‘silver basis.” 

Gold would have to be demonetized as 
silyer has been before we could have 
“silver monometallism.’”’ Put no one de- 
sires to legislate gold away from the 
mints, or impair its proper purchasing 
power in the market. As jong as we have 
by law free coinage of both gold and silver, 
there can be no such thing as ‘silver mo- 
nometallism.’ : 

Free coinage of silver by the United 
States alone may send gold to a premium, 
or, as some express ff, put us on a silver 
basis, but it cannot keep gold from the 
mints, or prevent it from being used as a 
basis or measure of value at its premium 
rate, if any. “‘Siiver monometallism”’ is a 
misnomer as applied to any theory advo- 
cated in. this country. 

There is a vast difference between a sil- 
ver basis with gold at a premium and a 
gold monometallism with silver bullion at 
a discount. In the former case gold still 
rerm.ains primary money at its premium 
rate, even though it may retire from active 
circulation in obedience to Gresham's law. 
In the latter case silver coin becomes mere- 
ly token money and maintains its position 
only because it is redeemable in gold. 

’ He argues that free coinage of silver 
would increase the burden of all debts 
payable in gold—many of such contracts 
being outstanding in Georgia. 

In this position he is clearly 
If silver is restored to its place as pri- 
mary money, it will necesarrily perform 
some of the functions now performed by 
gold and reliev? that metal of some of the 
pressure now on it. It is utterly impossi- 
ble to increase the prices of general com- 
modities by increasing the value of pri- 
mary money. Relatively to silver a gold 
debt after tree coinage might require an 
increased number of silver dcllars, but 
relatively the prices of commodities it 
could not possibly require more commodi- 
ties.

An Illustration. 

To illustrate. Take a man who owes a 
gold debt of $1,000, which he expects to pay 
with sav forty bales of cotton to be raised 
on his plantation. Now, suppose that, un- 
der free coinage, gold goes to 10 per cent 
premium. Measured in silver dollars, the 
debtor will have to pav $1,100, but meas- 
ured in cotton, his marketable commodity, 
the debtor will have to sell only forty 
bales, for which he can get either $1,060 
in sold or $1,100 in silver. 

Other conditions remaining the same, 
by no possibility could the increase of the 
volume of primary money require more 
than the forty bales of cotton to pay the 
debt. On the contrary, the necessary re- 
sult of restoring silver to its former posi- 
in our currency will be to lessen to 
some extent the purchasing power of a 
gold dollar, as measured in commodities. 
This position cannot be successfully con- 
troverted. It is almost self-evident. 

Money !enders who have exacted gold 

contracts under the constantly increasin:s 
power of the gold dollar since 1873 need not 
fancy that thei: unconscionable advantage 
of their daecbtors is enttrely beyond all pos- 
sibility of partial redress. They, are en- 
titled to an honest dollar, and they will 
get one.more valuable than true honesty 
justifies, but not so valuable under free 
coinage as under gold monometallism. 
Free coinage will lighten at least to some 
extent the burden of every contract payable 
in gold. There snould be no misunder- 
standing here. ; 
3. The secretary seeks to place the ad- 
ministration on the vartage ground of 
fixhting for bimetallism against silver mo- 
rometallism. 

The American pcople are very conserva- 
tive and if that contention were true, it 
would be werth many a vote. Lut surely 
it is self-delusion for the secretary to 
meke such a claim. 

How can there be bimetallism without 
free coinuge of each metal? Bimetallism 
rests on the philosophy involved in the 
long accepted doctrine of the double stand- 
ard. That doctrine does not imply mathe- 
matical equality of bullion value in the 
gold dollar and in the silver dollar. But, 
on the cé¢ntrary, its fundamental principle 
is that if by increased supply either metal 
tends to cheapress, that very cheapness 
increases its use for paying debts and thit 
increased demand restores the equilibrium, 
These slight cscillatious in bullion value 
are self-corrective and lie at the basis of 
the theory of the double standard. 

If, then, free coinage is essential to bimet- 
allism, which in turn rests on the double 
standard, with what consistency can the 
administration party claim to be bimetal- 
lists when. they discredit one metal at 
every step? Under whatever name they 


tion 


may seek to gain the pcople’s hearts and- 


votes, they are by the inevitable conse- 
quences of their acts and doctrines gold 
monometallists, and they ought to be 
frank and sav so. Secretary Morton and 
the Reform Club have already thrown off 
the mask and declare in substances that 
silver has been ‘‘retired permanently” and 
that “‘himetallism is a delusion.”’ 

A Gold Monometallist. 

I do not claim that Secretary Smith 
would not be willing to see bimetallism re- 
stored if all the European nations would 
join in s-he movement. What I do claim is 
that in the absence of such co-operation 
by European nations he is by deed and 
doctrine a gold monometallist, and ought 
not to represent himself in any practical 
sense as a bimetailist. A technically cor- 
rect definition of his financial position 
would be that he is ‘a gold monometallist 
willing to become a bimetallist when Eng- 
land gives up her gold basis’’--a contin- 
gency which, in all probability, will never 
beppen, certainly not as long as we su- 
pinely submit to her present policy. 

He in effect admits in his interview that 
uncer present legislative conditions the 
$600,000,000 of silver circulating is only rep- 
resentative or token money kept at par by 
being made redeernable in gold, and he 
does not hold out the slightest hopes of 
international agreement to change 
that situation. Unaer ‘present § condi- 
tions it is positively true that the only bi- 
metallists are free coinage advocates, We do 


not intend to be driven from our ground. 


4. The secretary seems to think that he has 
won the case when ‘he reaches the conclu- 
sion that free coinage of silver by the 
United States alone will send gold to a pre- 


‘mium and thus put us on a silvér Basis. 
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But in that I think he is mistaken. Grant- 
ing, for the sake of the argument, that we 
will go to a silver basis, some of the best 
minds in the country insist that a silver 
basis is far more desirable than gold mono- 
metatlism. 

A silver basis has no such hardships in 
Store for the country as must be borne un- 
der the continuously increasing purchasing 
power of a dollar under the single gold 
standard. The weight of authority is to the 
effect that since 1873 the-gold dollar has 
already appreciated enormously, and where 
will it go when the same influence has 
forced other nations to draw still further 
on the limited gold supply? Is the screw to 
be cautiously but continuously tightened? 

Will Not Affect Foreign Trade. 

A silver basis will not seriously affect the 
great currents of foreign trade, which, after 
all, is based on an exchange of products, 
If the rate of money exchange should vary 
Somewhat that inconvenience will annoy 
our English friends fully as much as it 
will embarrass us. On ti.e other hand it will 
facilitate our trade with South America, 
China and Japan. As to all our internal 
trade the conditions would easily adjust 
themselves, and when the government be- 
gan paying its obligations in silver, we 
would get rid forever of that nightmare of 
the “gold reserve’ and business would 
soon run on in its appointed channe!s, We 
are informed that business was never more 
brisk than now in Japan and Mexico, two 
silver-using countries. 

If the United States would declare for 
free coinage, silver and gold would ot 
necessity approach nearer together than 
they are now, if they did not exactly meet. 
The purchasing power of gold would tend 
to come down, and that of silver to go up. 

All the gold-using countries of the world, 
including in that category, France, HBel- 
gium, Italy, Greece, Switzland, Spain and 
the Netherlands, have a population of not 
quite 300,000,000, while the silver-using coun- 
tries exclusive of the United States have 
a population of about 830,000,000. If the 
United States would throw the weight of 
its power to silver, the population of silver- 
using countries would be about 900,000,000, 
making a proportion of three to one. 

It is true the three hundred million gold 
users have more wealth and trade 
capita, but who doubts that with 900,000,000 
of people using silver backed by the~-power 
and trade of the United States we ‘could 
maintain silver so near the standard of 
gold as to fully answer all practical. pur- 
poses? The beneficent effects of such a 
policy would not be confined to our shores, 
but would circle the earth. 

5. You could not have failed to observe in 
reading the able interview of the secretary 
of the interior that he carefully avoids al 
reference to the moral aspect of gold mono- 
metallism, with [ts ever tightening grasp 
on the debtor for the benefit of the creditor. 
Unlike the president, he wisely makes no 
appeal to the conscience of the people. He 
addresses himself deliberately to the hopes 
of the sanguine and the fears of the timid. 
But sometimes the American people do con- 
sult their consciences and the moral 
right or wrong of an issue becomes the 
determining factor. 

The effort of the gold oligarchy of Europe 
to strike down one-half of the debt-paying 
money of the world, was truly described by 
John C. Carlisle, and when in 1878 he said 
in a magnificent speech on the floor of the 
house, ‘‘the consummation of such a scheme 
would ultimately entail more misery on the 
human race than all the wars, pestilences 
and famines that ever occurred in the histo- 
ry of the world.” Is he now aiding in its 
consummation? 

James G, Blaine in the same great debate 


‘in 1878 said: ‘*The struggle now going on In 


this country and in other countries for a 
single gold standard, will, if successful, 
produce widespread disaster throughout the 
commercial world.”’ Were he living on 
which side would be his big brain and 
heart ? 

If the people of the United States could 
raise their standard of revolt and thwart 
the almost accomplished purpose of this 
money despotism, they would confer a 
blessing on mankind not surpassed by that 
of our fathers when ¢hey established this 
free republic in the western hemisphere, 
and gave fresh hope to liberty and a new 
impetus to the world’s civilization. 

Mr. Editor, we free coinage democrats are 
not inflationists. We will be just as ready 
to protect a creditor against a dishonest 
silver dollar, if the necessity should ever 
arise, aS we are now to protect the debtor 
against a dishonest gold dollar. Let prices 
go back to some sort of an equitable aver- 
age and no one will be more outspoken 
against dishonest inflation than yours truly,

He insists that there is a hell 
of brimstone and fire prepared for the un- 
godly, and quotes scripture to prove his 
assertions.

The text was, ‘‘Then shall he say also 
unto them on the left hand, depart from 
me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, pre- 
pared for the devil and his angels.’’—Matt. 
aay 4. 

He said: 

‘The theme selected for this 
is one of transcendent import:ince to every 
accountable human being. All who have 
any respect for the Bible speak and think 
of it as containing the law of God. The 
idea of law without a penalty is nothing 
short of the most idle fiction. All law 
contains penalty. Indeed, the very idea 
of law implies penalty. The law of God, 
the highest, the grandest and most sub- 
lime law known to mortal man, has not 
only a penalty, but the most terrible, fear- 
ful and awful penalty ever described by 
human tongue as its divine sanction. But 
some men can regard what they see and 
hear who will not regard the Bible. What 
may be observed in this world with people 
who think and reason for themselves ought 
to convince any man that a full and com- 
plete retribution is not awarded in this 
life, either to the good or bad. On the one 
hand some of the purest and best of man- 
_kind suffer in mind and body in this life 
almost without mitigation. Their last days 
are filled up with troubles of mind, by the 
transgression of those allied to them by 
the ties of the flesh. They languish for 
long months and some instances for years 
in beds of affliction. In this life there ap- 
pears to them to be but little else than 
bitterness, sorrow and suffering. On the 
other hand there are those who never 
know want, sickness or suffering; whose 
relations bring no scandal on them or 
cause them any egrief. but who are not 
simply ungodly, but blasphemers, drunk- 
ards and lecherous till the last; who give 
others trouble indéscribable, but never 
have anv trouble themselves, and, at last 
go out of this world without an hour's suf- 
fering. No one need talk of what such 
men suffer in their conscience. They know 
not the meaning of the word conscience. 
Now, it is simply a mat- 
ter of facf that in these two 
cases the award is not made in this life. 
To say that it is, is to say that the reward 
is so insignificant that persons receive it, 
as they pass along through this life, with- 
out knowing that they had received it at 
all, or knowine what it was; and that the 
punishment of the wicked or the lake of 
fire and brimstone threaten in the Bible is 
so light, so exceedingly mild, that thou- 
sands are actually passing through it, suf- 
fering its torments, without knowing it at 
all! Is it the case that men may have 
all the rewards promised the righteous in 
the Bible on the one hand, and suffer all 
the torments threatened in the RBible’ on 
the other hand. and never know it? If the 
heaven of the righteous is in this world, 
then heaven and its happiness as well as 
the lake of fire and its torments, are of 
much less consequence than men have gen- 
erally supvosed. Brother Beecher has made 
a great effort to reconcile the word hell in 
the Enelish, hades in the Greek or sheol 
in the Hebrew to mean the grave or banish- 
ment from the presence of the merciful 
Lord. The will of the Lord teach that there 
will be a lake of fire and brimstone without 
using the words hell, hades or sheol, I will 
quote some of the will of the Lord correct- 
ly and hope that every one that reads 
this sermon will obey the gospel before it 
is too late for them.

Bewildered Goldbugs. 

We desire to call the aitention of Mr. 
Horace White, of The New York Even- 
ing Post, to one of the many inconsis- 
tencies which he is foreed to father as 
the agent of the Shylocks who are now 
trying to force the people to accept gold 
iponometallism. We cannot prevent 
such a man as Mr. White from falling 
into deep ditches that history and ex- 
perience have dug for the gold mono- 
metallists, but we feel it our duty to 
warn him against the folly of making 
statements that contradict each other. 

In one breath Mr. Horace White says 
that free coinage will give us a fifty- 
cent dollar, and in the next he declares 
that “the mine owners favor free coin- 
age because they know that it means 
fortunes for them.” Now, if Mr. White 
will take these two statements and re- 
tire with them to his closet, or to bis 
boudoir—as the case may be—and 
analyze them carefully, he will find that 
they are at war witb each other. 

In point of fact we have no doubt that 
Mr. White regards the two statements 
as a triumph of goldbug logic. Looking 
at the matter from one point of view, 
we think he is justified in his belief. 
l’or the fatal inconsistency between the 
Statement that free coinage means a 
fifty-cent dollar and the declaration that 
the mine owners are in favor of free 
coinage because they know that it means 
fortunes for them, is no greater than 
that which may be found in every argu- 
ment that the agents of Shyvylockism 
have thus far put forward in favor of 
gold monometallism. 

We doubt very much whether Mr. 
White himself eould be brought to see 
the fatal inconsistency of his two state- 
ments. We doubt very much whether 
he could be induced to believe that the 
fortunes which the miners might make 
as the result of free coinage would enter 
into and become a part of the posses- 
sions of the whole people. 

It should be said in fairness to Mr. 
White, who is probably paid by some 
one to go about to bank meetings and 
preach goldbuggery, that he is not the 
only agent of gold monometallism who 
is wandering around in a hopeless maze. 
He has a close competitor in the editor 
of The New York Journal of Commerce, 
who maintains in one article that the 
quantity of money in circulation and 
available for business does not affect 
prices, and yet declares in another ar- 
ticle that the freé coinage of silver 
would resulf in inflation. As the only 
sign or measure of inflation is to be 
found in an abnormal rise in prices, the 
editor of The Journal of Commerce is 
evidently trying the experiment of sail- 
ing up the river in one boat and down 
the river in another boat at the same 
moment. It is a@ very interesting ex- 
periment, but we do not think the gen- 
-tleman’s trousers will stand the strain. 


Watch It. 

The people of the south cannot do bet- 
ter than to keep their eyes on the con- 
vention of goldbugs which is shortly to 
assemble in Memphis. The Shylocks of 
the east*declare that that convention is 
as important as the first gun that was 
fired on Fort Sumter, and the intima- 
tion is strong that Shylockism is as 
strong as the federal armies were only 
in a different way. 

Another reason why the people of the 
gouth should keep their eyes on the 
Memphis convention is that it will give 
them an excellent opportunity to study 
the elements that they will have to 
overcome, They will see there the rep- 
resentatives of the class that the banks 
can alarm and control. They will see 
there the active agents of the eastern 
Shylocks, ready to bribe or bulldoze all 
who are opposed to the robbery of the 
people for the benefit of the rich bank- 
ers and usurers.

famy to the crime which was fastened 


| on the people by the secret republican 


legislation of 1873, and which, since 
1893, has been in full operation. We 
are: firmly of the opinion that before 
many months have gone by, some of our 
public men who are wavering, or who 
have gone boldly over to the Shylock 
camp,- Will bitterly regret that they did 


not remain true to the cause of the peo-— 


ple, which is the cause of honesty and 
justiee. 
Heredity and Education. 

Mr. Grant Allen is a scientific man, as 
well as a literatteur, and his opinions 
command respect, but his recent declar- 
ation to the effect that heredity is abso- 
lute in its power and cannot be over- 
come by education and environment is 
not likely to be accepted by many peo- 
ple. 

We do not believe that educational in- 
fluences and surroundings will in every 
case wholly overcome strongly inherited 
tendencies, but it is safe to say that they 
will modify and shape such tendencies. 
A child with an inherited criminal bent 
will never be entirely proof against an 
outbreak of the evil within him, but his 
training and associations will have a 
great deal to do with his conduct. But 
Mr. Allen denies this. He says that a 
child inherits a character from some im- 
mediate or.remote ancestor, and the 
most careful teaching and the most fa- 
vorable environment will not change if. 
According to this view it is useless to 
Watch over a child or supervise his edn- 
cation and associations. If his heredi- 
tary tendencies are good he will come 
out all right anyhow, and if they are bad 
nothing will change him. 

This is a discouraging and an unrea- 
sonable theory, and the parent who ac- 
cepts it and acts upon it will make-a 
serious mistake. It is true that under 
the best intluences a child will some- 
times disappoint everybody by develop- 
ing a very bad character, and it is also 
a fact that he may emerge untainted 
from the vilest slums, but these instane- 
es are exceptional. As a rule, educa- 
tion forms the common mind, and a 
man is what his environment makes him. 
This has been the world’s experience, 
and it is merely a fanciful freak in Mr. 
Allen to make the claim that heredity is 
absolute and not to be counteracted. Ad- 
mitting his theory to be true, we are 
wasting time and labor in our efforts to 
make the world better, for the reason 
that people are bound to be either good 
or bad, according to the bent of their 
ancestors. What complicates the matter 
is the facet that every person has 
some ancestors who were good and 
some who were bad. The child of 
a criminal may inherit the virtues of his 
grandfather, or the child of a good man 
may inherit the vices of a remote an- 
cestor. . Hereditary influences sometimes 
skip whole generations, and they cannot 
be depended upon. The safer plan is 
to think less about heredity and more 
about the proper training of a child. 
This is the good, old-fashioned way, and 
if we are wise it will not be departed 
from. 


, Ss 
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Bright Predictions. 

The Boston Journal of Commerce is 
a strong believer in the rapid upbuild- 
ing of the south. 

In its last issue it urges an ample ap- 
propriation by the Massachusetts legis- 
lature for a state exhibit at the Atlanta 
exposition and says: 

The arrangements for the exposition on a 
liberal scale, and the hospitality of the 
south is such that all who visit it .will be 
pleased with their trip, and we predict for 
it a fair that will bée of much more value 
to our own-country than that which was 
held in Chicago, where so many millions 
of dollars were spent. It is hoped our tex- 
tile machinery builders will one and all 
be represented qn a splendid scale and we 
believe it will pay them to do so. We learn 
that several of them have already signified 
their intention of so doing. The exposi- 
tion has our hearty indorsement and we 
shall endeavor in every way to aid in its 
Success, 

These are generous and sensible words 
of encouragement, but our Boston con- 
temporary does not stop here. It has 
so much faith in the future of our cot- 
ton mills that it makes this statement: 


There has been of late quite an amount 
of northern, capital invested in southern 
cotton mills, and these are mills that are 
controlled apd managed by southern peo- 
Ple and afe*successful and well managed 
concerns. Phe fact that a mill that was 
soliciting northern capital was going to 
spin fine counts would not in any way in- 
jure its chances of being successful in 
getting northern subscribers to its stock, 
but, on the contrary, would be really a 
help to it. If we were investing capital 
at the present time in cotton manufact- 
uring in the south, we should prefer sub- 
scribing for the stock of mills that were 
to make fine goods. 

It also suggests that the surest and 


quickest way to advance our cotton mill 
industry would be to induce the dis- 
tressed cotton manufacturers of Eng- 
land to transfer their plants to the south. 
The Journal of Commerce is putting in 
good work for the south. 


How To Make Criminals, 


A correspondent of; The New York 
Evening Post, writing Trom Charlotte, 
N. C., says that there has probably never 
been witnessed such friendship for a 
criminal as that which is now mani- 
fested for John Holland, the defaulting 
cashier of the Merchants and Farmers’ 
bank. 

Three weeks ago Holland was the 
most popular man in Charlotte, on ac- 
count of his public spirit, liberality and 
church work. Even now, when it is 
known that he is a defaulter to the ex- 
tent of about $90,000, and that his defal- 
cations have been going on for six or 
seven years, the good people of his town 
are standing by him. When he sur- 
rendered himself, the jailor r@fused to 
lock him in a cell and insisted on his 
taking his meals at his own table. 

On the following day scores of leading 
citizens called to pay their respects and 
offer their sympathy and aid, the pris- 
oner receiving his visitors in the parlor 
of the sheriff's residence. The bond was 
fixed at only $15,000, and Holland’s rich 
friends pressed forward in crowds to 
sign it. 

While in one sense all this is credit- 
able to the men who are helping the de- 
faulter, it must be admitted that thie 
tender treatment of tee accused in-ti- 
rectly encourages crime.

Suchanan, it will be recolleeted, 
enured a divoree from his wife and mar- 
ried a rich woman of bad character. 
This woman died under circumstances 
Which make it tolerably certain that the 
doctor poisoned her. After inheriting 
her wealth, Buchanan was remarried to 
his first wife, who sticks to him with re- 
miarkable devotion. 

When Buchanan was convicted and 
sentenced to death, his lawyers carried 
the case from court to court and were 
everywhere defeated. At last Governor 
Morton granted a respite for a week, 
which expired last Thursday. I[n the 
meantime the prisoner’s lawyers took an 
appeal to the United States supreme 
court on an application for a writ of 
habeas corpus. The clerk refused to file 
the appeal, and wrote an indorsement 
to that effect on the papers. The war- 
den was afraid to execute Buchanan and 
asked the assistant attorney general for 
an opinion. That official advised the 
postponement of the execution, saying 
that it would be safer to wait until the 
appeal elaimed to have been taken 
should be dismissed or determined. 

As there Is nothing on file to be dis- 
determined, some of Dr. 
suchanan’s friends claim that he will 
never be executed. His lawyers think 
that their attempt to take an appeal to 
the supreme court will cause a delay of 
at least seven months, but the governor 
has interfered With another respite of 
one week, thus ignoring the appeal, and 
if the authorities see their way clear 
the sentence will be Carried out next 
Wednesday. 

The condemned man is fn an awful 
He knows that the 
preparations nave been made for his 
electrocution, but his lawyers assure 
him that he will mot die next Wednes- 
day. His life is hanging on a statute 
concerning appeals which bas never 
been construed, and the case is in such 
a muddle at present that it is diffieult 
to predict the outcome. Possibly the 
prisoner will have an experience similar 
to that of the murderer, King, in St. 
Louis, who was seven times sentenced 
to be hanged. <A stay was secured on 
one pretext and another until King final- 
ly died in jail, worn out by anxiety and 
excitement.

Not a New Test. 
Senator Palmer expressed considerable 


surprise the other day when he found. 


that one of the men whom he had 
recommended to be made postmaster in 
an Illinois town was not agreeable .to 
the administration on account of the 
fact that he was in favor of the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 fo 1. 

Palmer advertised this state of things 
far and wide in the hope of making 
some impression on the minds of the 
Illinois democrats.

president. It was said that he had 
abused Mr. Cleveland—that he had 
called the great Man a mugwump.

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AN INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 


For the Colored Youth of Georgia To: 


Be Centrally Located, 

Editor Constitution—Among the things 
mostly needed for the colored people of 
Georgia is an industrial school. 

The public and private school systems are 
affording great advaniages for mental dis- 
cipline in almost every rural district of the 
State, and the pulpit is so well equipped 
that the spiritual wants are generally met, 
While the industrial training is almost en- 
tirely negiected. ‘the thing mostly needed 
now is a place for training the hand for all 
the different occupations in which our 
people are to engage in order to be useful 
citizens. The south is our home and the 
home of our fathers; here we are to live, 
and the thing for us to do is to prepare our- 
selves to uo manual work a well aS any- 
body elise. 

Well has Bishop A, G. Haygood said: 
“There is one thing to be feared, that culti- 
vating the mind increases the wants and 
without any greater facilities to obtain 
these things it migtnt lead to serious re- 
sults.”” The necessity for manual training 
has not escaped the notice of our far- 
sighted leading men. In a speech delivered 
at Ocean Grove, N. J., as early as August, 
ls83, Professor W. W. Crogman said: *‘The 
wisdom and foresight exercised in the es- 
tablishment of these industrial departments 
are apparent. We cannot all be teachers 
and preaciers,and lawyers and doctors. This 
has never been the condition of any people, 
and the colored pevple are no exception; 
somebody must push the saw and drive the 
plane; somebody must plow; there must be 
somewhere among us a strong, intelligent, 
virtuous middle class, the salt of society 
in. all ages. Moreover, the demand for 
skilled labor becomes more and more ime- 
perative, and unless the ranks of the col- 
ored mechanics and artisans of the south 
can be recruited from these schools, or 
some other schools, if you please, with 
workmen of a ‘higher intelligence, the south 
will be thooded with foreigners to meet the 
demand. This, of course would be bad for 
the negro, but, perhaps, worse for the south 
and for the nation, for with Europe in her 
present condition an infiux of foreigners 
may be accompanied with an influx of 
dangerous isms—fenianism and Socialism, 
and communism and nihiligm, and all those 
isms whose argument in the settlement of 
social questions are dynamite and assas- 
Sination. Surely, then, it is politic as it is 
provident in the leaders of our educational 
work in the south to guard against this 
train of evils by educating and training for

The universities and colleges can- 
not do justice to both literary and industrial 
training at the same time; this has been 
Suificiently tried, our friends are becoming 
impatient looking for suitable results from 
ail their efferts to help us. Never can any 
permanent results be had until the funda- 
mentai things be done. So until this first 
step has its consideration and proper place, 


millions will be spent with little perceptible’ 


result, but let the love for trades, with 
roper motives and nobles purpose, be in- 
used in the people. This will bring help, 
joy, comfort and self respect to us. Then 
the money spent and efforts 
help us will increase ten fold. the 
state ought to take some step to meet this 
urgent want—a step which will resul 
doubtless, in not only raising the individua 
and the race, but in alleviating the bur- 
dens of the state.

THE MEDICINE MAY HAVE CAUSED DEATH 


There Will Be affChemical Test of the 
Prescription as Filled Out by 
the Drug Clerk. 


Two children of Scott Sowers, a _ brick- 
mason who lives On Marietta street near 
Pine, died Saturday night at 11:30 o'clock 
and yesterday Coroner Paden was calied 
upon to investigate the affair. 

The death of the children is said to have 
been sudden and very peculiar. The 
friends of the Sowers family think there 
was a mistuke made in the filling of the 
prescriptions given by the attending physi- 
cian, while the drug clerk that prepared 
the medicine says it was just what was 
ordered. 

The two children were taken sick several 
days ago with measles and Dr. E. lL. 
Brooks was called in. He said they were 
suffering from a complication of measles 
and pneumonia and that their condition 
was extremely serious. 

In the Sowers family there were five 
children and ali of them were sick. The 
two that died were more serious'y affected 
than the others. The oldest was a boy 
seven years old and the other was a girl 
one year younger. Dr. Breoks says that 
he had some doubt as to their recovery 
and watched them both closely. He gave 
only two prescriptions and these are now 
in the hands of Coroner Paden. 

Late Saturday afternoon Dr. Brooks went 
to the Sowers cottaxe, which is just three 
blocks from his office, and made an exami- 
nation of the children. He then wrote a 
prescription and it was taken to Ingram’s 
at 431 Marictta street, where the medicine 
Was prepared. 

According to the testimony brought out 
before the coroner’s jury yesterday, the 
first dose of the medicine was given the 
children shortly after $8 o’clock. A few 
minutes later both were 
and the mother, who gave them the medi- 
cine, sat at hedsitde watching 
The two children slept for a few minutes, 
then suddenly arousing in a delirious con- 
dition. 

Both of them were apparently in great 
agony and Dr. Brooks was immediately 
sent for. As scon as he arrived he an- 
nounced that the condition of the little 
girl was the more alarming and devoted 
rimself to her. Nothing that he did gave 
her any relief and just after 11 o’clock she 
died. Within fifteen minutes after her 
death the little boy was dead. 

Yr. Brooks said that the death of the 
children was not unexpected to him and 
that nuthing in his prescriptions could 
have produced death. 

The Prescriptions the Doctor Gave. 
The prescriptions given by Dr. Brouks 
wcre very simple and contained nothing 
that was in any way dangercus. The pre- 
scriptions as written were: 

No. L— 

Ammonii corban, ten grains. 

Ammonii chloridi, thirty grains. 

Syrup pruni virg., two ounces. 
Teaspoonful every two hours. 

No. 2.— 

Quinine sulph., twenty grains.’ 

Acidi sulphurie art., one drachm. 

Syrup simplicis, two ounces. 
Teaspoonful-every two hours. 

Th» last prescription given is the one that: 
it is claimed, caused the death of the chil- 
dren. The acid, Dr. Brooks says, was in- 
tended to dissolve the qninine. 

How the Prescriptions Were Filled. 

The prescriptions were filled by J. W. 
Hawkins, who is the prescription clerk at 
Ingram'’s. When seen last night he said: 
“I filled the last prescription and was as 
particular with it as a man cvuuld be, 
The prescription was a simple one and I 
| filled it carefully. There was nothing in it 
that could have hurt any one and I put 
nothing in it that was not called for.”’ 

Hawkins has been a drug clerk for six 
years and came here from West Virginia 
last November. His home was originally 
in Ohio and he is considered a competent 
prescriptionist. 

He was considerably excited over the 
affair last night, but said he had no fear of 
a full investigation. 

The Coroner's Investigation. 

When Coroner Paden was summoned yes- 
terday he at once secured a jury and began 
an investigation. He had Dr. Brooks and 
the drug clerk summoned and both of them 
were subjected to a rigid examination. 

Dr. Brooks-made a statement in which he 
said that the death of the children was not 
caused by anything prescribed by him and 
that he had not expected them to recover. 

Hawkins was sworn and testified that he 
had iiled two prescriptions written by 
Dr. Brooks and that neither of them con- 
tained enough of any drug to produce 
death. He also swore that he had filled the 
prescriptions just as they were written. 

The coroner's jury, after considerable dis- 
cussion of the case, decided to have the 
medicine analyzed and adjourned subject 
to the call of the coroner, without having 
arrived at any conclusion, 

The Coroner Took the Medicine. 

Coroner Paden then took charge of the 
medicine and the prescriptions. He will 
take the medicine to a chemist today and 
until he makes a report nothing will be 
done. 

At the Honse of Mourning. 

The Somers live in a little cottage away 
out Marictta street. 

It is comfortably furnished and until the 
' death of the two little children the lifé of 
the family was happy enough. In a front 
room near the street both of them were 
shrouded and placed side by side. 

Last night the room was filled with the 
friends of the family, who kept watch by 
the side of the littie children asleep in 
death. 

- Close by sat the father and mother. The 
father, a fine specimen of manhood, is 
well nigh crazed with grief, while the 
mother’s condition is fully as bad. 

The only other child now il! is a baby 
fourteen months old. The infant was dane 
gerously ill, but last night its condition 
was much better and its recovery is now

The Council Committees Were at Work 
Making Ready for the Meeting Today. 


EDGEWQOD AVENUE WANTS A NEW GRADE 


And the Street Committee Has Been Given 
the Papers To Consider and Inves- 
tigate -The Broad Street Bridge. 


Edgewood avenue is one of the longest 
and straightest streets in Atlanta, and 
though one of the most modern improve- 
ments in the way of street work, is one 
of the most Leautiful and attractive to 
the eye. 

Long and attractive as the street now 
is, it may be made more attractive. The 
imiprovemert the avenue needs and the 
one which will be scught by the gencral 
council at the regular sessign today, is a 
change of grade in the street between But- 
ler and fF'ort.

Some 
of the members of the street committee 
are warmly in favor of making the appro- 
priation if it can be done, while there 
are others who think that the amount of 
money—$30,000—could be used to better ad- 
Vantage in other departments of the city 
government. The matter was before the 
street commmittee at a recent meeting and 
the following members of the committee 
were present: Mr. Day, chairman; Mr. 
Camp, Mr. Dodge, Mr. Welch of the sec- 
ond, Mr. Harman and Mr. Nelms. 

Mr. Hurt presented the plans showing 
the changes contemplated and stated that 
his company was willing to bear its part 
of the expense. “The matter was given a 
long discussion and the committee will 
have a report ready for the next meeting 
of the council. 

Mr. Hurt, of the East Atlanta Mand Com- 
pany, was before the committee and pre- 
sented the designs for the change and 
illustrated the cost of the work, showing 
at the same time the good that would come 
to the avenue by the raise of the hollow.

The Atlanta camp will be largely repre- 
sented at the Houston encampment and a 
strong effort will be made to bring the 
next annual encampment to this city. 

The meeting tonignue will take up all such 
matters as this and every definite arrange- 
ment will be made for the trip, The Atlan- 
ta camp will have a full list of delegates 
and they will be so selected as all will be 
able to go. 

There will be no “‘stay-at-homes’”’ on the 
Atlanta committee. 

The following call has been issued by 
General Clement A. Evans, commander of 
the Atlanta camp: 

‘‘A called meeting of Atlanta camp, United 
Confederate Veterans, will be held at their 
hall on Monday night, the 6th instant, at 
s% o'clock p, m., to consider matters relative 
to the reunion at Houston, Tex, By order 

“C. A. EVANS, Commander, 
“W., G, WHIUBY, Adjutant.’”’ 

Some Regulations at the Reunion. 

The following order has been received at 
the headquarters of the Atlanta camp: 

‘“‘Headquarters United Confederate Vete- 
rans, New Orleans, La., April 29, 1895, Cire 
cular No. 14.—To all Camps and Veterans: 
To preserve order at the coming reunion at 
Houston, Tex,, to prevent confusion, and 
that proper decorum may be observed so 
that dignity will mark the deliberations of 
the delegates and business expedited, the 
following is issued: 

‘1, No veteran will be allowed to partici- 
pate in the business meeting at the reunion 
unless he is an accredited delegate of 4 
regularly organized camp, registered and 
chartered in the United Confederate Vete- 
rans’ Association: Neither will any veteran, 
other than accredited delegates, nor citi- 
zen be allowed in the space allotted to the 
delegates during the session of the conven- 
tion. This will be rigidly enforced. 

“2, No camp will be allowed representa- 
tion unless all amounts due, initiation fee, 
and per capita have been paid. Camps 
which have defaulted in payment of dues 
in previous years, cannot have representa- 
tion by simply paying amount due April 1, 
1895, but all the dues of previous years must 
- paid as well, to put camps in good stand- 
ne. 

‘8. Delegates and alternates will require a 
certificate stating they are duly elected or 
appointed to represent their camps, to be 
signed by the commander and adjutant of 
their respective camps. 

“Their names must of course tally with 
the list of delegates and alternates sent to 
these headquarters, Each delegate and ale 
ternate should have.a separate certificate 
like samples inclosed to be retained by him, 
for uSe in securing his badge at Houston. 
and for entrance to the space allotted to 
the deleZates, etc. 

‘4. Representation will be as stated in the 
constitution—one delegate for every twenty 
members in good standing, and one for 
any fraction over, provided every camp 
shall be entitled to at least two delegates. 

“5. Representation will be based strictly 
upon the amount of per capita paid by 
each camp, and not upon the total member- 
ship In the report to the convention the 
number of delegates each camp is entitled 
to will be given strictly in accordance with 
the amount of per capita at these head- 
quarters.

The following letter, received by Colonel 

A. J, West, of this city from the adjutant 
general of the United Confederate Veterans’ 
Association, tells of the wonderful growth 
of the association in every state: 

“New Orleans, La., May 2, 1895.—Colonel 
A. J. West, Adjutant General and Chief of 
Staff, Georgia Division, United Confederate 
Veterans, Atlanta, Ga,—My Dear Colonel: 
Following sent to each general of division, 
to-wit: I think it proper that I should call 
your attention to the fact, which may es- 
cape your notice, that there are now 610 
camps, with more coming in, and that they 
will be represented by between 2,500 and 3,000 
delegates at the reunion. 

‘As the number will be 
unwieldly, it is highly probable that an 
effort will be made to have the vote upon 
states and divisions, 
the vote to be cast by the major general 
or some one selected by the state or division 
delegation, who will be Instructed by the 
delegates. 

“Thinking this may be the result, the 
management of Houston has been requested 
that arrangements be made to seat the del- 
egates of each state or division together, 
which will be maintained during the entire 
sitting of the convention.

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The Faneral of Major Campbell Wallace 
Occurs This Morning 


FROM THE CENTRAL PRESBYTERIAN 


Dr. G. B. Strickler Will Conduct the Ser- 
vice, Assisted by Drs. Barnett and 
Buttolph—The Pallbearers | 


By the side of his beloved wife, who 
shared with him, for more than sixty years, 
the Leat ard burden of life’s pilgrimage, 
the mortal ashee cf Major Campbell Wal- 
lace will be laid to rest this morning in 


Oakland cemetery. 

Few lives have traced such a radiant 
mark across the century as the one that 
centered in the heart of Major Wallace. 
Bern at the cpening threshold of the cent- 
ury, he has lived through all its decades, 
and now, in the closing hours of the last 
one, he lays his life, a full garner, at the 
feet of the grim Reaper. 

Honored by his fellow men, idolized by 
all who knew him in the private walks 
of life and reverenced by the young men 
of the state who found in him a pattern, 
as well as a sympathizing friend, the life 
of Major Wallace has ceased only in its 
relation to the body. In a higher and 
holier sense he still lives in the hearts 
and lives of the people of this state and 
his influence will continue to shape the 
destinies of men beyond the restricted 
boundaries of this generation. 

Major Wallace was intensely a lover of 
his home. It was the soul and center of 
all his activities. He believed in making 
it bright and beautiful. How well he suc- 
ceeded only those who enjoyed the inner 
circle of his life, drawn about the domestic 
fireside, can well say. To those who 
chanced to call at his home and who saw 
him by the flash Nght of a social visit, he 
was the embodiment of all that was noble 
in character and refined in manners. He 
impersonated the chivalry of the old school 
and by his smaller acts of courtesy, as 
well as by the more ponderous deeds of his 
public career, he emphasized the fact that 
he was one of nature’s noblemen. 

His wedded life was one of artless love. 
He believed in simplicity and everything 
about him indicated the plain and simple 
habits of the man. Hts attire was always 
faultless, but innocent of ostentation. In 
public, as well as !n private life, he illus- 
trated the same characteristics. He lived 
but one life, and the world, though it saw 
him through the sterner and coarser medi- 
um of commerce, looked upon the same 
man that figured in the gentler drama of 
the drawing room. 

Among the hills of Tennessee Major Wal- 
lace discovered the gentle woman who fol- 
lowed him across the state line and who 
for more than sixty years stood by him, 
as a constant helpmeect and companion. 
Mrs. Wallace cied about two years ago 
and was laid to rest in Oakland cemetery, 
Thus, after a brief separation, the chain 
is again united. Side by side until the 
morning of the great day they will sleep, 
as they have lived, in the blessed hope of 
the resurrection. 

Faneral from the Church. 

The funeral of Major Wallace will occur 
from the Central Presbyterian church this 
morning at 11:30 o’clock 

For years Major Wallace was one of 
the leading officers of this church, per- 
forming all the duties enjoined upon him 
with characteristic devotion and fidelity. 
He was -n ardent believcr in the octrines 
of his denomination. By irkeritance as 
well as by conviction he was a loyal Pres- 
byterian and was jealcus alike of the tra- 
ditions and the principles of his denomi- 
nation. His ancestry being all Caledonian, 
on his father’s side, his religious worship 
was dcrived from his stout-hearted pro- 
genitors among the hills of Scotland. 

Though rigid in his own adherence to the 
doctrines of his church, Major Wallace 
was kindly tolerant in his regard for other 
people. He recognized the underlying prin- 
ciples that were common to all creeds and 
to him Christianity was but the symbol 
of a great brotherhood, differing in many 
phases of thought and feeling, but one fo 
the blood of a common household. 

Maior Wallace never failed to attend re- 
ligious worship when he was equal to the 
physical effort of going to the house of 
God. He went not merely from a. sense 
of duty but from a sense of pleasure. His 
regularity drew the eves of the congrega- 
tion toward him and by all he was looked 
upon as a father in Israel.

Poll Meaning of the Purchase of the 
Alabama Great Southern. 


THE SOUTHERN GOES INTO NEW ORLEANS 


A Gigantic Railroad Deal by Which Mr. 
Spencer’s Company Gets Decidedly on 
Top-—History of the Scoop. 


Now that the Southern railway has 
scooped the Alabama Great Southern and 
will own half interest in the Cincinnati 
Southern, a very great change is wrought 
upon the general railroad situation in the 
south. 

By this deal the Southern practically adds 
1,200 miles of important railroad lines to its 
already colossal system and links New Or- 
leans with Washington, D. C. 

It is justly regarded as one of the most 
gigantic railroad scoops that has been made 
for a long time. Nothing could have hap- 
pened that would have so suddenly and so 
completely changed the railroad situation in 
this region of the country. 

By the deal the Southern railway becomes 
a half owner of the line from Cincinnati 
to Chattanooga, known as the Cincinnati 
Southern, and will have absolute control 
of the Alabama Great Southern, having by 
purchase secured a grip of this road by rea- 
son of its purchase of a majority of the 
holdings of the Cincinnati, New Orleans 
and Texas Pacific. 

The Cincinnati Southern, from Chatta- 
nooga to Cincinnati, will be owned with 
equal power of control by the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton and the Southern 
ratlway. 

This makes it a neutral line, but the 
Southern will have full sway over the 
Alabama Great Southern. 

By the changing of hands the result as 
shown up by a study of the situation will 
be decidedly promising for this region of 
country. The Alabama Great Southern has 
not been in the best of conditions for some- 
time past and this will put it decidedly to 
the front again as one of the most im- 
portant links between the north and the 
southwest. 

From Cincinnati to Meridian, the southern 
terminus of the Alabama Great Southern, 
the distance is 634 miles. At the latter place 
the ‘“‘Flower Roads,” the great feeders of 
the Alabama Great Southern, and all of 
which will practically be under the control 
of the Southern, are reached. From Me- 
ridian to New Orleans is 196 miles. Then 
from Meridian to Vicksburg is ;142 miles, 
and from Vicksburg to Shreveport, the 
southern terminusof the Queenand Cres- 
cent system, is 172 miles. 

History of the Struggle. 

The Alabama Great Southern has had @ 
checkered career. . 

It was first built many years ago by 
northern capital and the state of Alabama 
was in the deal to the extent of issuing 
$3,000,000 in bonds to help out the under- 
taking. ; 

The road was then known as the Alabama 
and Chattanooga railroad. The state of 
Alabama, it seems, repudiated some of the 
bonds and about this time the history of 
the Alabama Great Gouthern bears the 
finger prints of Baron Erlanger, he taking 
a lively hand in the deal by which it was 
purchased and dubbed the Alabama Great 
Southern. 

Later the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia bought a majority of the shares 
in the company which was then operating 
what was Known as the Queen and Cres- 
cent and running through trains from Cin- 
cinnati to New Orleans. In order to pay for 
the shares it purchased the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia issued 36,000,000 
of bonds jointly with the Richmond and 
Danville and the bonds were known as the 
Cincinnati extension bonds. In order to 
secure the payment of these bonds a ma- 
jority of the new company’s stock was 
turned over to the Central Trust Company, 
of New York, which held on to it. 

When default was made in the payment 
of the interest proceedings were begun in 
Knoxville through the United States court. 

A decree was issued in the suit for tor- 
closure of the deed of trust. But in the 
meantime the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton had purchased a majority of the 
outstanding bonds. Last October there 
was a meeting of the stockholders in Bir- 
mingham and an injunction was served by 
marshals from the United States court. 

John B. Greenough, who claimed to be 
a stockholder, sued out the injunction. 
The restraining order preventing the an- 
nouncement of the result was issued by 
Judge Bruce. On the 8th of last November 
a bill similar in terms was filed in the 
court of Birmingham by John 
Greenough, Calvin Brice and 
Samuel Thomas, asking an in- 
junction similar to that which had been 
granted by Judge Bruce. The injunction 
was issued by Judge Wilkerson, and a 
motion was therefore made by defend- 
ants to dissolve the injunction. It was 
heard before the judge on November 20, 
and he dissolved it, holding that the bill 
was wholly wanting in equity. He deliv- 
ered an opinion on the Ist day of December, 
and on the same day the applicants ap- 
pealed to the supreme court of Alabama, 
and reinstate the injunction by bond. 
The case was brought to the supreme 
court, which held that it stood for trial 
on the 7th day of December, but the case 
was postponed, 

The Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dzyton 
people controlled 51 per cent of the stock 
of the Alabama Great Southern and claim- 
ed they had the right to say who should 
be seated as directors. 

The majority of the stock of ‘he Cin- 
cinnati, New Orleans and ‘Texas Pacific 
which operates the Cincinnati Southern 
and of which Samuel Felton is president, 
and receiver, was held by the Alavama 
Great Souther. Ordinarily the control 
of the Alabama Great Southern would 
naturally carry with it the conirol of the 
Cincinnati Southern, but by the terms of 
the settlement the stock of tie Cincin- 
nati. New Orleans and Texas Pacfic is te 
be held equally by the Southern and the 
Cincinnati, Hamiltoneand Dayton, and the 
road operated for the natural benefit of 
both of the big companies.

The Cross-Bill in the S. A&A L. Case 
Has Been Filed. 


OBJECTIONS TO THE LIMITED INJUNCTION 


The Cause Celebre Is Now the Suprem 
_ Court—-A Review of 
the Case. 


The cross-bill in the injunction case of 
the Seaboard Air-Line against the Western 
and Atlantic and Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis in the supreme court case 
was filed Saturday afternoon by Messrs. 
Payne & Tye, attorneys for the last aamed 
roads. 

The bill was filed in the office of Clerk 
Tanner and from there will be sent to the 
supreme court. 

A peculiar phase of the cross-bill is that 
the opinion of Judge Lumpkin is not ex- 
cepted to as a specific quantity, but what 
he did not do is brought into question. 
The cross-bill sets forth the greater por- 
tion of the facts introduced by the de- 
fendants in the superior court at the time 
the limited injunction was granted. Alto- 
gether the history of the case is an inter- 
esting one. 

When the boycott was declared by Com- 
missioner Stahiman against the Seaboard 
Air-Line steps were taken by that road to 
prevent the Western and Atlantic road 
and the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis road, as lessees, from participating 
‘in the fight. The injunction was granted, 
‘temporarily, by Judge Lumpkin and the 
case set for a hearing. It was, in fact, 
after one postponement, made the order 
of the day and peremptorily set for that 
time. 

In his decision Judge Lumpkin held that 
the Western and Atlantic road and the 
‘Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis need 
not accept through freight from the Sea- 
board Air-Line or give to the Seaboard 
Air-Line through freight which originated 
at a point beyond the terminus of the 
-Western and Atlantic or the Nashville, 
‘(Chattanooga and St. Louis roads. At this 
there was a cry of victory from both sides; 
and the general public, unwise in the ways 
of railroads, supposed that the matter had 
been dropped and that nothing further 
would be done by either sife. There was, 
to all appearances, a superabundance of 
satisfaction expressed by the contesting 
parties. 

Another move was made by the Seaboard 
Air-Line in excepting to the judze’s: de- 
cision in so far as it did not force the de- 
fendants in the case to handle through 
freight either way as connecting with the 
Seaboard. This done the Seaboard Air- 
Line people secured a temporary restrain- 
ing order from Judge Lumpkin, throwing 
matters into the same status as before 
the decision on the first injunction case. 

The cross-bill now comes from the de- 
tendants and they say that Judge Lumpkin 
was entirely correct in refusing to make 
the Western and Atlantic road and the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis road 
Mandle through freight that originated 
from beyond the terminus of the roads in 
the case. They claim that Judge Lump- 
kin should have, at the same time, re- 
fused to grant an injunction which would 
permit the Seaboard to interchange freight 
with the limitations set forth in the 
cision. 

Judge Lumpkin signed the cross-bill Sat- 
urday, certifying to the facts stated in it 
as far as the proceedings of his court are 
involved. 

The case will be heard in a very short 
while in the supreme curt.

The Southern Railway Officials Declare 
They Will Not Settle. 


THE CLAIMS OF THE ATLANTA LAWYERS 


Who Worked Up Damages Suits Against 
the Road-Will Not Enlarge 
. the Shops. 


There still seems to be but little daylight 
dawning in the long-continued muddle into 
which the shops of the Southern railway 
in Atlanta have fallen. 

The situation up to date seems little 
brignter than it was when the courthouse 
dockets were thick with lawsuits against 
the Southern for alleged damages in stop- 
ping several so-called streets in the neigh- 
borhood of the shops. 

The litigants, consisting of men who own 
property in the neighborhood of the shops, 
all seem more than willing to withdraw 
their suits against the company, but not 
long ago, when there was a movement 
started looking to this end, the attorney 
who was instrumental in getting the suits 
on the courthouse records went to nearly 
alf of the litigants and induced them, be- 
fore withdrawing their suits, to ign a 
paper which stated that they would with- 
draw provided the railroad would pay the 
lawyers their fees in the case. 

It is understood that the lawyers have 
agreed to make their charges somewhat 
lower than the regular attorney’s fees in 
Such cases. They have agreed to take 
considerably less than 10 per cent of the 
amount for which they sued the road. But 
whenitis thought that the total amount 
for which the aggregate suits are filed is 
more than $50,000, it is easy to see that 
even 10 per cent would amount to a consid- 
erable fee to be paid to lawyers who 
simply stirred up a lot of suits without 
proper provocation. : 

In signing a paper to withdraw provided 
the lawyer is paid the litigants who have 
sought to show consideration to the 
road and to the city of Atlanta by not 
thus hampering the enterprise have made 
no advance in the settlement of the vexed 
question, for the railroad officials now say 
that they do not propose to pay the law- 
yers a cent. 

A leading official of the Southern said to 
The Constitution last night: 

“I have just come from New York and 
I have strict orders to agree to no adjust- 
ment of this shop question out of the court- 
house by which we shall pe made to pay 
the lawyers anything whatever. We would 
greatly prefer paying money to the litis 
gants than to the lawyers who worked up 
the cases. 

“Nearly every one of these cases was 
worked up on the basis that the lawyer was 
to get a certain per cent out of the dam- 
ages won, if any should be won from the 
courts. Now, if no money was the result, 
the lawyer was to get no money. Well, 
where is the justice in the litigant with- 
drawing the suit and forcing us to pay the 
lawyer? 

“The litigant gets no money out of it 
and the lawyer ought not to get any on his 
own ill-conceived arrangement in the out- 
set, when he worked up the case. 

“Yes, I have strict ‘instructions not to 
pay a penny to the lawyers who worked 
up these cases against the Southern and I 
don’t intend to do it. There is no merit 


| 
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in the cases and the men ought to have 
these iniquitous suits withdrawn without 
any condition and any consideration what- 
oven. 

Thus the situation confronts the people of 
Atlanta once more. 

The Southern railway has put its foot 
down and makes the statement bold and 
positive that it will not begin the work on 
the new shops until the lawsuits and all 
vestige of litigation have been removed. 

The company has splendid shops in Knox- 
ville and will make its enlarzements there 
instead of Atlanta, if it comes to a question 
of paying for the rights to their grounds in 
this city. 

The situation is serious and it would seem 
something could be done by the people of 
Atlanta looking to a prompt and satisface- 
tory adjustment of the matter.

The charac- 
ters in the play are the Rev. James Mavor 
Morell, a clergyman of the new type, 
muscular in physique, socialistic in poli- 
tics and altruistic in religion, believing 
that the best creed 1s the one which teaches 
the strong to help the weak; his’ wife, 
Candida, also a socialist; a young poet, 
cousin to a peer and a socialist, too; a 
curate and disciple of the clergyman sociale 
ist, and a tailor who is the father of Can- 
dida and on bad terms with his son-in-law, 
who objects to his treatment of his em- 
ployes. This is the only character that 
contributes the comic relief to the play. In 
the first act the clergyman is seen dictating 
a sermon to his typewriter, and the Fabian 
atmosphere of the piece is intensified when 
the curate and the tailor enter. The father- 
in-law, having heard that the Rev. Mr. 
Morell stands in chance of gaining a 
bishopric ‘“‘if he keeps his mouth shut,” 
comes to make friends with him, but his 
son-in-law says, “D—n your impudence,” 
in answer to which he is called ‘‘a fool” 
by the old man. The story of the play 
deals with the love of the young socialistic 
poet for Candida, the clergyman’s wife. 
He is only eighteen years old, and has 
been dangling about her long enough to 
have fallen passionately in love. He con- 
fides this to the husband, and asks him if 
he does not think that Candida will be 
happier with him, a poet, than with her 
clergyman husband. This husband, being 
muscular, replies by knocking the poet lover 
down, He regrets this afterward, and 
from this point the working out of what 
seems to be the author's thesis commences. 
The clergyman believs it his duty to-aid 
the weak, and the poet, Eugene Mayjori- 
banks, has laid particular stress on his 
physical and moral weakness compared to 

rgyman’s strength. Candida, he 
pleads to her husband, loves him for his 
very weakness, and that it is his duty to 
aid this weak man by effacing himself for 
him, following his own belief. that the 
strong should aid ‘the weak. He confides 
completely in his wife, and the play is 
devoted to working out the chances of the 
two men with the woman. The wife ad- 
mires and pities the young poet, but when 
in a scene between the three her husband 
asks her which of the two men she really 
loves, she does not hesitate to put her hand 
into that of the husband. Then she turns 
to the poet and reminds him that there is 
a difference of fifteen years in #heir ages, 
and that when he is thirty she will be 
forty-five, and continuing this @alculation, 
when he is sixty she will be seventy-five. 
This is too much for the poet, and as he 
leaves the room the curtain falls.
